First  Day's  Proceedings. 


Lynn,  Mass.,  Oct.  10,  1904. 

The  Nineteenth  Annual  Convention 
of  the  Massachusetts  State  Branch  of 
the  American  Federation  of  Labor 
was  called  to  order  in  Lasters'  Hall, 
Lynn,  at  10.15  a-  m«>  Monday,  Oct.  10, 
1  goo,  by  President  James  R.  Crozier, 
Boston. 

The  call  for  the  convention  was 
read  by  Secretary  D.  D.  Driscoll  as 
follows : 

Call  for  Convention. 
To  the  Membership  of  the  Massachu- 
setts State  Branch  of  the  American 
Federation  of  Labor.    Greeting : — 
Fellow   Workers :    In    Compliance 
with  Section  1,  Article  III,  of  our  Con- 
stitution, you  are  hereby  notified  that 
the  Nineteenth  Annual  Convention  of 
the  Mass.  State  Branch  of  the  Ameri- 
can Federation  of  Labor  will  be  held 
at  Lasters'   Hall,   Andrew  St.,  Lynn, 
Mass.,  commencing  at  9  A.  M.,  Mon- 
day, Oct.  1  oth  and  continuing  until  the 
business  of  the  Convention  concludes. 
Hotel   accommodations   have   been 
secured  at  the  Parker  House,  Spring 
Street,   at  special  rates  of   $2.00  per 
day. 

"Article  IV,  Section  1.  The  basis 
of  representation  in  the  Convention 
shall  be  as  follows  :  Each  Union  of 
200  members  or  less,  attached  to  a 
National  or  International  Union  when 
one  is  in  existence,  shall  be  entitled  to 
one  Delegate  and  an  additional  Dele- 
gate for  the  next  200  or  majority  frac- 
tion thereof:  but  no  Union  shall  be 
allowed  more  than  five  representatives. 


Each  Central  Labor  Union  composed 
of  miscellaneous  bodies,  shall  be  en- 
titled to  two  Delegates :  but  no  Union 
withdrawing  from  the  State  Federa- 
tion shall  be  entitled  to  representation 
unless  it  has  reaffiliated  at  least 
three  months  prior  to  holding  of  the 
Convention. 

Article  IV,  Section  3.  Delegates 
shall  not  be  entitled  to  a  seat  in  the 
convention  of  this  body  unless  their 
organization  is  in  good  standing  as  de- 
fined in  Article  IV,  Section  4,  which 
calls  for  them  to  be  clear  on  the  books. 

Credentials  will  be  forwarded  upon 
notification  that  delegates  have  been 
elected  giving  names  and  addresses. 
It  is  the  hope  of  the  Mass.  State  Branch 
that  the  coming  convention  at  Lynn 
will  be  the  most  representative  gather- 
ing of  organized  labor  in  the  State. 

Never  in  the  history  of  Trade  Union- 
ism was  it  more  necessary  for  the 
workers  to  combine,  to  concentrate 
their  forces  by  uniting  and  effecting  a 
thorough  organization.  That  we  may 
be  in  a  position  to  cope  with  or  com- 
bat with  non-union  organizers  or 
Open  Shop  Policies,  to  secure  an 
equitable  share  of  the  fruits  of  our 
Labor,  is  of  the  most  vital  necessity 
of  the  present  day. 

To  unite  and  federate,  and  cement 
more  firmly  the  bonds  of  unity,  fra- 
ternity and  solidarity  and  to  meet  this 
urgent  necessity  and  to  achieve  these 
most  desirable  results,  are  some  of  the 
reasons  wlvy  we  urge  every  affiliated 
organization  to  be  represented  at  the 
Convention  and  assist  in  establishing 
better  wages,  more  leisure  time,  more 
chance  for  self-improvement  as  men, 
as  trade  unionists,  as  citizens  and 
more  of  the  better  things  of  life. 

It  is  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining 
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these  ends  in  the  interest  of  Labor  that 
we  urge  every  Organization  to  be  rep- 
resented at  the  Convention.

President  Crozier  then  introduced 
Frederick  A.  Lyon,  Vice-President  of 
the  Lynn  Central  Labor  Union,  who 
delivered  the  address  of  welcome,  on 
behalf  of  the  Central  Labor  Union  of 
Lynn,  to  the  visiting  delegates,  as 
follows : 

Mr.  President,  Ladies  and  Gentle- 
men in  convention  assembled :  To 
me  has  been  given  the  honor  of  wel- 
coming you  to  our  city.  I  convey  to 
you  for  and  from  the  Lynn  Central 
Labor  Union,  a  most  cordial  welcome 
and  greeting  and  felicitations  for  the 
splendid  progress  that  has  marked 
your  endeavor  from  year  to  year. 

You  come  to  a  city  whose  workers 
have  suffered  from  that  greatest  of 
enemies  to  the  progress  of  our  move- 
ment, namely,  disharmony;  to  a  city 
that  affords  a  most  fertile  soil  for  the 
best  efforts  of  organized  labor. 

We  sincerely  hope  that  from  out 
your  deliberations  will  come  lessons 
and  inspirations  from  which  will  de- 
velop a  united  movement  in  our  city 
essential  to  a  higher  industrial  life. 

Unity  is  the  only  key  that  can  un- 
lock the  treasuries  of  success,  and  our 
harvest  day  must  ever  await  the  flight 
of  disharmony. 

To  the  extending,  strengthening  and 
perfecting  of  the  lines  of  our  great 
federated  movement  we  look  for  the 
achievement  of  industrial  freedom  and 
economic  justice.  As  a  part,  a  branch 
of  that  great  federated  movement,  we 
must  within  our  jurisdiction  advance 
the  workers'  cause.  The  formation  of 
powerful,  aggressive  watchful  organi- 
zations of  employers  and  opponents  of 
our  movement  is  gradually  presenting 
a  menacing  uspect  that  will  result  dis- 
astrously for  every  organization  of 
workers  in  localities  where  dissensions 
and  feuds  claim  the  attention  and 
efforts  of  the  workers. 

United  workers,  banded  together 
by  common  ties,  struggling  for  a 
common  cause  alone  can  successfully 
cope  with  the  latest  direction  of  the 
opposition  to  unionism. 

New  situations  growing  out  of  nec- 


essary and  unnecessary  conflict  urges 
intelligence  and  wisdom  in  our  method 
of  striking  for  new  and  fair  adjust- 
ments and  resistance  to  further  en- 
machments  of  an  organized  opposi- 
tion. 

You  are  organized  and  convened 
here  for  the  serious  work  of  advanc- 
ing labor's  cause.  May  your  delibera- 
tions rise  superior  to  factions,  discord, 
feuds  and  dissensions  and  lead  the 
federation  to  a  harmonious  road  from 
which  another  year  will  find  it  emerging 
to  greater,  more  progressive  heights. 

President  Crozier  in  fitting  words 
replied  and  returned  thanks  for  the 
greeting,  and  hoped  the  deliberations 
of  the  convention  would  tend  to  ad- 
vance the  interests  of  organized  labor.

Report  accepted. 

President  Crozier  appointed  Wm. 
H.  McCarty,  Lynn  Central  Labor 
Union,  Sergeant-at-Arms,  and  Thomas 
M.  Nolan,  Boston  Typographical  No. 
13,  as  Assistant  Secretary  for  the  con- 
vention. 

The  badges  for  the  convention  were 
distributed  to  the  convention  by  Sec. 
retary-Treasurer  D.  D.  Driscoll.     The 


election  of  three  members  of  a  Finance 
Committee  was  proceeded  with. 

Delegate  Edward  Cohen,  Lynn  Cen- 
tral Labor  Union,  announced  that 
tickets  for  the  banquet  on  Tuesday 
evening  would  be  distributed  to  the 
delegates. 

Secretary  Driscoll  moved  that  a 
hearty  welcome  be  extended  to  Pete 
Curran,  of  England,  President  of  the 
Federated  Trades  Congress  of  Great 
Britain. 

President  Curran  was  given  an  en- 
thusiastic reception  and  told  about  his 
visit  to  this  country  to  attend  the  peace 
conference. 

He  made  extended  reference  to  the 
sad  experience  of  the  raid  of  'his 
country  on  the  South  African  repub- 
lics, where  the  lives  of  many  working- 
men  were  sacrificed,  to  benefit  the 
capitalists,  and  it  was  also  the  work- 
ing people  who  had  to  defray  the  ex- 
pense and  cost  of  the  war.  America 
had  the  same  experience  in  the  war 
in  the  Philippine  Islands,  where  the 
lives  of  workingmen  were  sacrificed* 
also  to  benefit  the  capitalists.  He  re 
ferred  to  the  work  of  the  peace  con- 
ference in  Boston,  and  the  results  ac- 
complished, and  said  he  believed  in 
international  peace  and  disarmament 
of  armies 

In  labor  unions,  in  England,  they 
had  many  backsliders,  who  wanted  to 
get  everything  out  of  the  union,  and 


give   nothing    in   return. 


iy    had 


many  labor  troubles  in  England,  but 
they  were  never  beaten  by  the  em- 
ployers, but  by  the  backslider  and  the 
free  labor  men,  who  were  greater  ene- 
mies of  labor  than  the  employers,  who 
were  opposed  to  trade  unions  on  prin- 
ciple. 

If  an  individual  member  committed 
an  offence,  so  called  by  the  capitalist, 
the  employer  will  have  to  be  com- 
pensated out  of  the  funds  of  the  union. 
He  was  a  Socialist  trades  unionist,  and 
the  workingmen  of  Great  Britain  were 
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now  bending  their  energies  to  send 
labor  representatives  to  Parliament. 
They  had  fourteen  labor  members  in 
Parliament,  and  would  have  about 
forty-seven  labor  candidates  at  the 
next  election,  and  were  sure  of  elect- 
ing at  least  twenty-five  members. 

John  F.  Tobin,  National  President 
of  the  Boot  and  Shoe  Workers'  Union, 
after  being  introduced  by  the  Presi- 
dent, was  enthusiastically  received, 
and  criticised  in  a  humorous  manner 
some  of  the  statements  made  by  Mr. 
Curran  in  regard  to  the  backslider  and 
the  non-union  man.  He  said  he  knew 
of  a  man  in  this  country  who  had  his 
wages  raised  two  dollars  a  week  by  a 
labor  union  and  then  refused  to  join 
the  union. 

He  said  he  had  a  new  idea  for  ex- 
tending the  Boot  and  Shoe  Workers' 
Union  in  New  England.  They  were, 
he  knew,  shoes  made  in  union  stamp 
factories  in  this  country,  that  were  sold 
in  England  without  the  union  stamp. 
He  said  he  was  going  to  make  a  propo- 
sition to  the  Executive  Board  of  his 
union  to  advertise  theBoot  and  Shoe 
Workers'  union  stamp  in  England. 
He  did  not  come  to  make  a  speech,  but 
hoped  the  convention  would  be  a 
success. 

President  Crozier  then  submitted 
his  annual  report,  which  was  received 
with  much  enthusiasm. 
To  the  Delegates  to  the  19th  Conven- 
tion of  the  Massachusetts  State 
Branch  A.  F.  of  L. 
Fellow  Workers  :  —  In  compliance 
with  our  Constitution,  you  are  again 
called  together  and  in  the  convention 
assembled  to  devote  your  time,  energy 
and  thoughts  to  devise  ways  and  means 
to  better  the  conditions  of  the  toiling 
masses.  The  Massachusetts  State 
Federation  which  is  today  the  repre 
sentative  state  organization  of  the 
Trade  Unions,  has  in  the  past  and  is 
at  the  present  time  demonstrating  that 
where  individual  effort  fails,  united 
action  brings  success,  and  it  should  be 
our  hope  that  our  deliberations  will  be 
of  that  nature  that  when  our  work  is 


done,  we  will  have  succeeded  in  bring 
ing  about  a  still  closer  unity  of  action 
on  the  part  of  Trade  Unions  in  this 
State,  that  we  may  still  further  organ- 
ize, unite  and  federate,  our  fellow  work- 
ers, and  secure  for  them  more  favor- 
able conditions  both  in  employment 
and  in  their  lives  generally. 

With  confidence  in  your  intelligence 
and  earnestness  of  purpose,  and  an 
abiding  faith  in  the  success  of  our 
movement,  and  in  its  final  triumph, 
this  report  is  submitted  for  your  re- 
spectful consideration. 

GROWTH  OF  THE  STATE  BRANCH. 

The  State  Branch  has  continued  to 
grow  in  the  past  year,  there  being  an 
addition  of  24  Unions  to  the  number 
of  affiliated  organizations  of  which  19 
are  local  unions  and  4  Central  Bodies, 
all  of  which  are  attached  to  their  na- 
tional or  international  unions  where 
one  exists.  The  names  and  locality 
of  the  unions  affiliated  will  be  read  in 
the  report  of  the  Secretary-Treasurer. 

The  number  of  unions  now  affiliated 
with  the  State  Branch  are: — Local 
Unions,  219,  Central  Labor  Unions, 
29 ;  Total,  248. 

There  are  yet  a  large  number  of 
local  unions  in  Massachusetts  which 
should  be  affiliated  with  the  State 
Branch,  and  I  would  recommend  rhat 
some  special  effort  be  made  to  solidify 
more  firmly  the  movement  throughout 
the  entire  State. 

ORGANIZATION. 

The  workers  do  not  underestimate 
the  antagonism  confronting  the  move- 
ment of  organized  labor.  The}^  fully 
appreciate  the  obstacles  which  are 
placed  in  the  toilers'  path,  but  con- 
scious of  what  has  been  accomplished, 
and  knowing  that  they  would  be  utterly 
without  hope  to  resist  wrong  or  to  en- 
force right  and  justice  unless  holding 
fast  to  their  organization,  they  have 
displa)red  the  spirit  of  unionism  which 
is  gratifying  to  behold,  and  there  is  no 
danger  if  they  continue  to  retain  the 
same  said  spirit.  However,  in  view 
of  the  existing  conditions,  it  behooves 
us  to  make  even  greater  effort  to  more 
thoroughly  organize  our  fellow  workers 
and  to  instil  courage  to  those  who 
might  be  faltering  in  their  loyalty  to 
the  trade  union  movement.  The 
work  of  organizing  the  unorganized 
workers  of  Massachusetts  has  gone  on 
the  past  year,  in  spite  of  antagonism 
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confronting  the  movement.  Your  of- 
ficers and  organizers  have  organized, 
or  assisted  in  organizing  unions  in  the

In  accordance  with  the  action  of  the 
Worcester  Convention,  I  visited  the 
city  of  Holyoke  in  June,  and  stayed 
there  two  weeks,  endeavoring  to  bring 
back  to  life  some  of  the  organizations 
that  have  gone  out  of  existence  and  to 
try  to  have  more  activity  displayed  by 
the  organizations  that  remained,  and 
while  I  was  not  entirely  satisfied  with 
the  success  of  my  visit,  I  am  in  hopes 
that  my  labor  may  bear  fruit  in  the 
near  future. 

With  the  assistance  of  business 
agent  of  the  Central  Labor  Union, 
and  other  members  of  the  C.  L.  U., 
we  arranged  for  meetings  for  each 
night,  had  circulars  printed  and  dis- 
tributed as  follows:  Butchers,  Bar- 
bers, Clerks,  Carriage  Workers,  Horse- 
shoers  and  Paper  Makers.  I  am 
sorry  to  say  that  the  men  working  at 
these  trades  did  not  respond  as  we  ex- 
pected they  would,  particularly  the 
Paper  Makers.  It  appears  that  the 
need  of  organization  is  not  in  the 
minds  of  these  workers  at  this  time.  I 
still  have  hope  that  by  constant  agita- 
tion on  the  part  of  the  Central  Labor 
Union,  the  city  of  Holyoke  will  once 
more  take  its  place  in  the  front  ranks 
of  organized  labor  in  Massachusetts. 


While  there,  I  addressed  the  follow- 
ing unions :

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GRIEVANCES. 

At  the  request  of  the  Laundry 
Workers,  called  on  the  Gordon  Supply 
Company,  Empire  Coat  Company  and 
New  England  Coat  Supply  Company, 
and  was  successful  in  having  agree- 
ments signed  by  the  Gordon  Supply 
Company  and  the  New  England  Coat 
Supply  Company  providing  for  shorter 
work  day  and  only  union  help  being 
employed. 

At  the  request  of  the  Messenger 
Boys,  with  Brother  Weener,  waited 
upon  the  manager  of  the  Western 
Union  Telegraph  Company  in  behalf 
of  the  President  of  the  Union  who 
was  discharged.  We  were  unable  to 
see  the  manager  of  the  company.  We 
called  on  General  Taylor  of  the  Boston 
Globe  in  behalf  of  the  Messenger 
Boys  who  became  involved  in  the 
strike  with  the  Western  Union  Tele- 
graph Company. 

With  Secretary  Driscoll,  I  had  a 
meeting  with  the  manufacturing  Uphol- 
sterers in  regard  to  granting  their  em- 
ployes a  shorter  work  week. 

At  the  request  of  the  Grocery  Clerks, 
called  on  M.  O'Keefe  to  arrange  for  a 
conference  in  behalf  of  the  Grocery 
Clerks,  but  was  unable  to  see  him. 

With  the  representatives  of  the  In- 
ternational Butchers'  Union,  waited 
upon  the  N.  E.  D.  M.  W.  Company  to 
have  some  of  their  employes  reinstated. 

Attended  a  conference  with  a  Mr. 
Remnitz,  a  preserve  maker,  in  behalf 
of  the  employes  who  were  on  strike ; 
also  appeared  before  the  State  Board 
of  Arbitration  in  behalf  of  the  Special 
Clothing  Workers. 

With  Secretary  Driscoll,  had  several 
meetings  with  the  firm  of  A.  W.  Daven- 
port in  behalf  of  the  striking  Uphol- 
sterers. 

At  the  request  of  the  Shipwrights' 
Union  of  East  Boston,  called  on 
Messrs.  McKee  and  Green  to  organ- 
ize their  employes.  Called  on  Chief 
Pidgin  of  the  Board  of  Statistics  to 
have  a  directory  of  the  unions  pub- 
lished oftener. 

With  Secretary  Driscoll,  called  on 
the  Board  of  Arbitration  in  behalf  of 
the  Box  Makers  of  Whitman.  Called 
on  the  superintendent  of  the  Railroad 
News  for  the  purpose  of  organizing 
their  team  drivers.  He  would  not 
agree  to  do  so  unless  they  could  have 
a  distinct  union  of  their  employes,  as 


he  did  not  consider  them  teamsters. 
The  matter  is  still  pending. 

With  Vice  President  Clark  and  a 
committee  from  the  Central  Labor 
Union  of  Brockton,  had  a  meeting 
with  Master  Horseshoers.  We  were 
unable  at  that  time  to  agree,  but  I 
understand  that  since  then  they  have 
adjusted  the  differences  with  the 
Horseshoers'  Union. 

I  went  to  Haverhill  to  adjust  the 
differences  of  the  Cigarmakers'  Union 
and  the  Central  Labor  Union.  I  met 
the  committee  from  the  Central  Labor 
Union,  and  suggested  that  they  take 
the  credentials  of  the  Cigarmakers 
from  the  table  and  act  on  them.  If 
they  found  some  one  named  on  the 
credentials  who  was  objectionable  they 
should  act  on  his  case  as  an  individual, 
and  seat  the  remaining  delegates,  and 
not  deny  any  organization  the  right  of 
representation  for  the  action  of  some 
individual.  The  suggestion  seemed 
to  meet  with  the  approval  of  the  com- 
mittee. They  also  agreed  to  request 
the  Cigarmakers'  Union  to  apply  once 
more  for  admission  to  the  Central  La- 
bor Union,  which,  I  believe,  they  did. 
I  am  unable,  however,  to  report 
whether  they  have  been  seated  or  not. 

At  the  request  of  the  Laborers' 
Union  of  Brockton,  I  attended  their 
meeting  to  hear  a  grievance  which  they 
had  with  the  Gas  Company.  With 
Secretary  Driscoll  and  Vice  President 
Clark,  we  advised  them  to  bring  the 
matter  before  the  Central  Labor  Union 
of  Brockton. 

As  per  instructions  received  at  the 
last  convention,  with  Secretary  Dris- 
coll went  to  Milford  in  relation  to 
seating  the  Bartenders  of  Milford  in 
the  Central  Labor  Union.  After  hear- 
ing the  evidence,  we  were  of  the  opin- 
ion that  it  was  a  matter  for  the  entire 
Executive  Board  to  pass  on.  You 
will  hear  the  decision  in  the  report  of 
the  Executive  Council. 

At  the  request  of  the  Garment 
Workers,  with  Agent  Witkin,  waited 
upon  the  firm  of  Beese,  Carpenter  & 
Co.,  to  have  them  send  letter  to  some 
of  the  Rochester  Clothiers  who  were 
unfair  to  the  Garment  Workers.  The 
representative  agreed  to  comply  with 
the  request  by  saying  he  would  com- 
municate with  them  and  ask  them  to 
settle  all  differences  with  the  Garment 
Workers'  Union. 
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Had  a  conference  with  Doctor  Per- 
rin  of  the  Franklin  Square  Home  to 
have  the  electrical  work  done  by  union 
electricians. 

At  the  request  of  the  Rubber  Work- 
ers, called  on  the  Revere  Rubber  Com- 
pany, to  have  some  union  members  re- 
instated who  were  discharged.  They 
agreed  to  take  the  matter  under  con- 
sideration. 

At  the  request  of  the  Electrical 
Workers'  Union,  with  Brother  Foster, 
waited  upon  the  New  England  Tele- 
phone Company  to  have  them  meet  a 
committee  from  the  Linemen's  Union. 
This  is  one  of  the  Massachusetts  cor- 
porations which  denied  their  workmen 
the  right  to  organize.  The  gentleman 
who  received  us  said  that  if  their  em- 
ployes desired  a  meeting  or  had  any 
grievance  with  the  company,  they  were 
ready  to  adjust  them,  which  practically 
meant  that  they  would  be  treated  as 
individuals  and  not  as  union  men. 

With  Secretary  Driscoll,  called  on 
the  Chief  of  the  State  Police  to  inform 
him  of  our  findings  in  Lowell  relative 
to  child  labor.  The  chief  promised  to 
send  two  men  from  outside  cf  that  dis- 
trict to  investigate  the  complaint  of 
the  Executive  Board  of  fhe  State 
Branch.  He  also  agreed  not  to  make 
it  known  to  anybody  that  such  investi- 
gation was  to  be  made.  He  further 
promised  that  the  two  inspectors  would 
not  know  until  the  day  assigned  and 
that  he  would  report  their  findings  to 
the  State  Branch.  So  far  as  I  know, 
the  State  Branch  has  not  as  yet  re- 
ceived any  report  of  said  investigation 
in  Lowell  by  the  State  police. 

With  the  representative  of  the 
Italian  Laborers'  Union,  I  called  on 
the  contractor  at  the  Navy  Yard  to 
have  a  stop  put  to  the  system  of 
deducting  from  the  wages  of  the 
laborers  a  sum  of  money  to  be  paid  to 
some  third  party.  The  contractor 
said  that  he  was  not  aware  that  those 
conditions  existed,  but  he  promised  to 
stop  it  if  found  to  be  as  reported. 

With  Secretary  Driscoll  and  Presi- 
dent McCarthy  of  the  Boston  Central 
Labor  Union,  we  called  on  the  Ameri- 
can Tube  Company  to  arrange  a  con- 
ference for  their  employes,  but  we  , 
were  much  disappointed  to  find  that 
the  firm  absolutely  refused  to  recog- 
nize organized  labor  in  any  form. 
He  said  that  the  men  went  on  strike 
and  if  they  wished  to  go  back  to  work 


they  might  apply  as  individuals,  and 
if  they  were  good  men  they  would 
consider  their  applications. 

At  the  request  of  the  Italian  Labor- 
ers, waited  upon  the  firm  of  Fuller 
Company  to  have  them  employ  union 
laborers.  The  representative  said  he 
had  issued  orders  to  that  effect,  and  if 
they  were  not  lived  up  to,  he  wished 
to  be  notified  immediately. 

With  Brother  Howard  of  Whitman 
Box  Makers,  had  a  meeting  with  Mr. 
Whittemore  of  the  Whittemore  Black- 
ing Co.,  to  have  him  use  union  made 
boxes.  Mr.  Whittemore  agreed  to 
withdraw  his  trade  from  any  concern 
that  was  unfair  to  organized  labor. 

With  Brothers  Ward  and  Weigel 
of  the  Bottlers'  Union  of  Boston,  had 
a  meeting  with  several  bottling  con- 
cerns with  the.  result  that  twelve  firms 
have  been  added  to  the  list  of  union 
shops.  Had  a  meeting  with  Mr.  F. 
J.  McCarthy  of  East  Boston  in  behalf 
of  the  Bottlers'  Union.  He  agreed  to 
meet  the  representatives  of  the  Bot- 
tlers' Union  relative  to  organizing  his 
shop. 

FINANCES. 

I  am  pleased  to  inform  you  that  the 
finances  of  the  State  Branch  are  in  a 
stronger  and  more  firm  condition  than 
ever  before  in  its  history,  as  will  be 
shown  by  the  report  of  the  Secretary- 


Treasurer. 


STRIKES. 


There  were  a  number  of  strikes  in 
Massachusetts  the  past  year.  Some 
for  higher  wages,  some  for  shorter 
work  day,  and  more  to  resist  a  reduc- 
tion in  wages.  The  largest  of  these 
strikes  was  the  Textile  Operatives  of 
Fall  River.  The  mill  operatives  of 
Fall  River,  after  being  oppressed  in 
many  ways  by  their  employers,  were 
forced  to  strike.  Last  November,  the 
manufacturers  of  that  city  reduced 
the  wages  ten  per  cent  on  the  plea 
that  the  conditions  were  bad.  The 
unions  were  satisfied  that  the  trade 
was  not  as  good  as  it  might  be,  and 
not  wishing  to  hinder  their  employers 
in  any  way,  accepted  the  reduction. 
While  they  did  not  agree  that  a  reduc- 
tion in  wages  would  remedy  the  con- 
ditions, they  nevertheless,  were  willing 
to  assist,  if  possible,  in  changing  the 
conditions  of  the  trade,  never  thinking 
that  the  manufacturers  would  be   so 
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unfair  as  to  ask  them  to  accept  another 
reduction  of  12  per  cent  in  the  follow- 
ing July.  It  appeared  to  be  a  case  of 
starving  in  the  mill  or  starving  in  the 
open  air,  and  they  chose  the  latter. 

They  have  been  on  strike  since  July 
25th,  nearly  30,000  men,  women  and 
children. 

It  appears  to  be  the  desire  of  the 
manufacturers  to  break  the  union. 
The  manufacturers  have  openly  boast- 
ed that  intelligent  labor  must  get  out 
and  be  replaced  by  imported  or  other 
cheap  labor. 

The  men  and  women  engaged  in 
this  contest  are  making  a  gallant  and 
heroic  struggle.  No  more  worthy 
cause  can  appeal  to  you  than  this. 
The  Textile  Operatives  need  your  fi- 
nancial as  well  as  your  moral  support. 

I  would  recommend  that  this  con- 
vention make  some  special  provisions 
in  behalf  of  the  striking  Textile  Oper- 
atives. 

The  Tube  Workers  of  Somerville, 
some  600  men  strong,  have  been  en- 
gaged in  a  strike  since  the  15  th  of 
May.  They  requested  an  increase  of 
$  1. 00  per  week,  which  was  refused 
them.  The  men  engaged  in  this  con- 
test have  made  one  of  the  very  best 
struggles  that  I  have  ever  witnessed. 
They  ha.ve  been  been  complimented 
on  all  sides  for  the  grit  and  determin- 
ation displayed  in  their  gallant  fight 
for  the  necessary  means  to  maintain 
themselves  and  loved  ones.  Would 
recommend  that  some  effort  be  made 
by  this  convention  to  assist  the  strik- 
ing Tube  Workers. 

The  Bakers  of  Boston  are  still  on 
strike  for  a  shorter  work  day  and  in- 
crease in  wages.  They  have  been  on 
strike  since  May  1,  and  while  a  number 
of  their  members  are  employed  under 
union  conditions,  their  are  yet  a  100 
or  more  men  on  strike.  The  master 
bakers  are  determined  to  operate  open 
shops.  They  have  intimated  as  much. 
Their  attitude  has  been  and  is  at  the 
present  time  such  that  there  need  be 
no  doubt  in  the  minds  of  any  one  con- 
versant with  this  strike.  It  is  not  a 
question  of  wages,  it  is  not  a  question 
of  hours  of  labor,  but  the  open  shop. 
I  believe  the  Bakers  of  Boston  can 
win  their  strike.  I  believe  they  will 
win  it,  but  it  will  be  only  by  united  ef- 
forts and  support  of  organized  labor 
by  demanding  the  label  of  the  United 
Bakers,  by  insisting  on  purchasing  only 


union  made  bread  and  pastry.  Would 
recommend  that  the  State  Branch 
render  all  possible  aid  to  the  striking 
Bakers  of  Boston. 

The  Steam  Fitters  of  Boston  are  on 
strike  for  union  conditions  and  against 
the  open  shop.  They  are  making 
good  progress,  and  I  have  every  reason 
to  believe  they  will  be  successful  with 
the  assistance  of  organized  labor. 
Would  recommend  that  this  conven- 
tion endorse  the  strike  of  the  Steam 
Fitters  of  Boston,  and  such  assistance 
be  given  as  may  help  them  in  their 
contest. 

HIGHER   DUES. 

During  the  year  a  considerable 
number  of  strikes  occurred  and  from 
reports  it  will  be  observed  that  the 
gains  achieved  in  the  interest  of  our 
fellow  workers  were  considerable. 
Advances  in  wages,  reduction  in  hours 
of  labor  and  improvements  in  other 
respects.  It  will  be  observed  that 
many  organizations  have  gained  large 
advantages  while  they  have  expended 
small  amounts.  These  are  particularly 
attributable  to  organizations  who  have 
accumulated  funds  and  system  of  bene- 
ficial features  which  have  given  them 
such  stability  and  such  resourceful- 
ness that  employers  were  more  willing 
to  concede  reasonable  and  fair  de- 
mands rather  than  at  the  outset  risk 
losses  which  they  know  result  from 
long  drawn  out  contests.  In  connec- 
tion with  this  subject,  I  desire  to  again 
impress  upon  the  minds  of  my  fellow 
trade  unionists  the  necessity  of  the  pay- 
ment of  higher  dues,  the  establishing 
of  benefits  and  the  accumulation  of 
reserve  funds  in  the  trade  unions. 
These  would  not  only  be  available  in 
strikes,  but  they  would  be  more  potent 
in  preventing  them.  Many  organiza- 
tions seem  to  think  that  they  will  be 
immune  from  attack  only  to  find  them- 
selves in  midst  of  an  industrial  conflict. 
It  seems  to  me  that  it  is  wiser  to  risk 
the  slower  growth  of  our  organization 
or  even  the  loss  of  some  members  in 
time  of  industrial  activity  than  to  in- 
vite discouragement  and  loss  of  confi- 
dence as  a  result  of  defeat  in  contests. 
More  strikes  are  avoided  and  averted 
by  a  thorough  organization  and  pre- 
paration for  them  than  by  any  other 
known  means.  I  trust  that  the  mem- 
bers of  trade  unions  will  soon  see  the 
wisdom  of  preparing  for  war  in  times 
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of  peace  by  building  up  a  large  de- 
fence fund,  by  paying  higher  dues  for 
the  protection  of  their  fellow  members 
and  the  trade  union  movement. 

UNION  LABEL. 

The  union  label  is  the  power  in 
the  labor  movement.  Its  greatest  use 
and  work  is  edifying  and  peaceful.  It 
aims  to  create  a  demand  for  union 
made  products.  It  is  a  garantee  that 
the  workmanship  is  performed  by  free 
labor.  That  a  living  wage  for  the 
work  was  paid.  That  it  was  not  pro- 
duced by  child  labor.  That  the  work 
was  not  performed  by  tenement  house 
or  sweat  shop  labor.  Its  prime  object 
is  to  rid  our  industrial  life  of  the  con- 
vict contractor,  sweat  shop  and  child 
labor,  to  remove  from  society  a  system 
that  makes  children  wage  earners, 
while  able-bodied  men  are  obliged  to 
walk  the  streets  in  idleness. 

Demand  the  union  label  on  all  ar- 
ticles you  purchase,  and  demand  the 
card  from  those  you  purchase  them 
from. 

UNFAIR   LIST. 

Since  the  last  convention,  all  the 
Boston  theatres  have  been  removed 
from  the  unfair  list.  Also  the  firm  of 
John  P.  Squire  and  Middleby  and 
Company.  I  wish  to  call  your  atten- 
tion to  the  efforts  that  are  being  made 
by  the  tobacco  trusts  to  destroy  and 
crush  out  the  label  of  the  Cigar  makers' 
Union  and  Tobacco  Workers.  These 
organizations  expect  and  should  re- 
ceive the  support  of  organized  labor 
in  their  fight  against  the  trusts.  All 
they  ask  is  that  when  you  purchase 
any  cigars  or  tobacco,  that  you  see 
that  the  union  label  is  on  the  box  or 
package.  We  have  a  firm  on  the  WE 
DO  NOT  PATRONIZE  LIST  which 
is  Atwood  Bros,  of  Whitman,  box  man- 
ufacturers. To  those  delegates  who 
come  in  contact  with  this  line  of  goods, 
I  would  suggest  that  they  see  to  it  that 
the  Wood  Workers'  label  is  upon  all 
boxes,  thereby  you  will  assist  the  Box 
Makers  of  Whitman. 

STATE    LEGISLATION. 

The  labor  legislation  did  not  play  a 
very  prominent  part  in  the  last  session 
of  the  State  Legislature.  Governor 
Bates'  veto  of  the  overtime  bill  was  a 
great  disappointment  to  organized 
labor   in    Massachusetts.     The   eight- 


hour  bill  for  public  employes  of  State 
and  county,  and  picketting  bill  went 
by  the  way  side,  which  will  be  reported 
by  your  Legislative  Committee. 

NATIONAL   LEGISLATION. 

The  Judiciary  Committee  of  Con- 
gress failed  to  report  upon  the  anti-in- 
junction bill.  This  measure  was  one 
of  the  chief  legislative  issues  urged 
by  the  A.  F.  of  L.,  and  the  argument 
of  its  Legislative  Committee  was 
backed  by  tens  of  thousands  of  peti- 
tions coming  from  all  sections  of  the 
country.  At  the  convention  of  the 
National  Association  of  Manufactur- 
ers held  in  Pittsburgh  this  summer, 
President  Parry  claimed  that  the  or- 
ganization had  accomplished  the  de- 
feat of  the  anti-injunction  and  eight- 
hour  bills,  which,  he  claimed,  was  un- 
American.  That  our  representatives 
at  Washington  have  misrepresented 
us,  no  one  will  deny,  and  it  does  seem 
that  we  should  know  before  they  are 
returned  what  their  attitude  will  be  on 
the  anti-injunction  and  eight-hour  bills 
before  the  next  congress. 

I  would  recommend  that  the  State 
Branch  adopt  the  recommendation  of 
the  A.  F.  of  L.,  by  issuing  a  blank  cir- 
cular with  the  following  questions,  to 
be  addressed  to  the  Congressmen  of 
the  State: —  Will  you  vote*  against 
government  by  injunction  ?  Will  you 
vote  for  the  eight-hour  bill?  That  a 
refusal  to  comply  within  a  given  time 
will  be  a  negative  to  our  questions  and 
we  will  govern  ourselves  accordingly. 

INVADING    LABOR  RIGHTS. 

Has  American  labor  any  right  which 
the  legal  tools  and  hirelings  of  Parry- 
ized  capital  mean  to  respect?  There 
was  a  time  when  the  organs  of  the 
employing  classes,  while  condemning 
violence  and  disorder  as  features  of 
the  strike,  more  or  less  favorably  rec- 
ognized the  vital  constitutional  rights 
of  labor.  Now  their  attitude  is  very 
different.  They  have  become  audac- 
ious, partisans  and  reckless.  They 
make  assertions  which  two  or  three 
years  ago  would  have  appeared  too 
absurd  for  serious  consideration.  In 
several  cases,  workmen  have  been  en- 
joined from  withholding  their  patron- 
age from  unfriendly  employers,  and 
from  publishing  circulars  setting  forth 
their  grievance,  and  requesting  other 
workmen  to  support  them  by  similar 
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withdrawal  of  patronage.  Such  court 
orders  are  arbitrary,  contrary  to  the 
spirit  of  American  government,  and  in 
conflict  with  that  liberty  which  the  en- 
emies of  organized  labor  constantly 
violate  in  their  own  interest.  Can 
any  right  be  more  fundamental  than 
the  right  to  dispose  of  your  patronage 
as  you  please?  We  affirm  that  right 
is  not  made  wrong  nor  wrong  right  by 
mere  numbers.  What  a  thousand  men 
may  do  individually,  they  may  do  as 
a  combination.  This  is  the  common 
sense,  the  plain  justice  of  the  matter. 
Peaceable  boycotting,  the  publication 
and  circulation  of  truthful  unfair  lists 
is  not  the  only  weapon  of  which  the 
Parryized  employers  would  rob  labor. 
The  supreme  court  of  Minnesota,  fol- 
lowing the  highest  courts  of  New 
York,  has  decided  that  unions,  being 
lawful  organizations,  may  not  only  ad- 
vise their  members  to  strike,  but  may 
by  peaceful  means  persuade  non-mem- 
bers to  join  the  strikers,  and  as  a 
means  to  that  end  may  refuse  to  allow 
union  members  to  work  in  places 
where  non-union  labor  is  employed. 
This  is  a  severe  blow  to  Parryism  and 
its  legal  jugglings.  It  is  lawful  for  work- 
men to  refuse  to  work  with  non-union 
men.  It  is  lawful  to  say  to  an  em- 
ployer that  he  must  chcose  between  his 
non-union  men  and  the  organized  em- 
ployes. It  is  lawful  to  persuade  any 
number  of  men  to  join  free  men  who 
have  exercised  their  right  to  quit 
Avork.  Let  our  opponents  note  all 
this. 

They  are  also  trying  to  abolish  the 
right  to  moral  persuasion.  At  this 
stage  of  the  game,  they  content  them- 
selves with  denying  the  right  to  third 
parties  to  strike.  Their  efforts  have 
failed  so  far. 

We  have  advised,  and  shall  continue 
to  advise,  our  fellow  workman  to  resist 
reduction  in  wages  by  every  lawful 
means  within  their  power,  for,  as  we 
have  said  before,  it  is  better  to  resist 
and  lose  than  not  to  resist  at  all.  To 
our  fellow  workmen,  we  say :  organize 
unite,  federate,  and  prepare  to  resist  to 
the  utmost  any  attempt  to  invade  our 
rights  and  take  from  us  the  means  by 
which  we  sustain  ourselves  and  those 
depending  upon  us. 

OPEN     SHOP. 

The  opponents  of  organized  labor 
have  started  an  agitation  for  what  they 


designate  as  the  open  shop,  and  sev- 
eral employers,  otherwise  fair,  having 
been  persuaded  that  the  proposition 
on  the  surface  appears  to  be  fair,  have 
advocated  it.  On  the  other  hand,  our 
movement  stands  for  union  shop,  and 
not  as  our  opponents  designate  it, 
closed  shop,  for  as  a  matter  of  fact,  the 
union  shop  is  not  a  closed  shop.  Any 
wage-earner  a  member  of  an  organiza- 
tion in  any  part  of  the  country  can 
enter  the  union  shop.  This  so-called 
open  shop  is  the  disintegrating  factor 
that  leads  to  the  non-union  shop ;  in 
other  words,  the  shop  which  is  closed 
to  the  union  man,  no  matter  from 
whence  he  hails  or  no  matter  what 
scale  of  competency.  Lawyers  and 
agents  of  secret  societies  of  anti-union 
employers  who  want  the  right  of  com- 
bination for  themselves,  while  denying 
it  to  labor,  have  been  keenly  desirous, 
in  fact,  absolutely  determined,  to  ob- 
tain from  some  court  of  high  jurisdic- 
tion a  decision  holding  the  union  shop 
to  be  an  unlawful  and  criminal  insti- 
tution, and  contracts  between  employ-' 
ers  and  organized  employes  void  and 
contrary  to  public  polic)'.  We  will 
have  open  shops  only  when  we  are  not 
strong  enough  to  prevent  them.  Or- 
ganized labor  has  the  right  to  make  its 
own  terms,  and  its  terms  include,  when- 
ever it  is  expedient  and  possible,  the 
union  shop. 

CHILD   LABOR 

Child  labor  in  Massachusetts  is  still 
a  fact,  despite  the  statements  to  the 
contrary  in  the  report  of  the  late  chief 
of  the  State  police  on  October  17, 
1903.  He  stated  that  there  was  no 
violation  of  the  child  labor  law,  in 
spite  of  the  fact  that  on  October  9th, 
a  raid  was  made  in  the  Shoe  String 
factory  of  Hanson  Bros.,  of  Fall  River, 
when  boys  were  found  working  from  7 
at  night  untill  6  in  the  morning.  This 
factory  ran  under  these  conditions  for 
six  months  without  any  interference 
and  might  be  running  yet  were  it  not 
for  the  watchfulness  of  Vice-Presi- 
dent Jackson,  who  assisted  in  the  raid. 

Three  firms  in  Leominster,  the 
Damon  Manufacturing  Co.,  Tilton  and 
Cook  and  Dodge  &  Co.,  were  sum- 
moned in  the  court  for  violation  of  the 
58  hour  law,  and  employing  minors 
without  certificates.  In  one  case,  a 
fine  of  $10.00  was  imposed  for  em- 
ploying a  child  under  14  years  of  age. 
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The  cases  of  the  overtime  were  placed 
on  file. 

These  cases  were  also  discovered 
by  a  meirlber  of  the  Executive  Coun- 
cil, Vice-President  Winslow,  and  as- 
sisted by  inspector  Dem  of  Worcester. 

To  this  end,  no  better  work  can  be 
done  than  in  which  we  are  now  en- 
gaged to  save  our  children  from  the 
slavery  of  the  death  dealing  factory 
and  work  shop  and  place  them  where 
they  rightfully  belong,  in  the  home, 
school  room  and  on  the  play  ground, 
that  the  heart  may  be  lighter,  the  eyes 
and  the  mind  brighter,  and  the  homes 
of  our  people  more  cheerful  and 
happy.  This  is  work  which  should 
commend  itself  to  the  very  best  of  our 
people.  I  believe  it  a  crime  to  employ 
a  child  who  is  under  the  age  of  14. 
The  very  fact  that  children  being  em- 
ployed is  proof  positive  that  the  wages 
for  all  classes  are  low  and  will  con- 
tinue to  be  low  in  whatsoever  com 
munity  it  is  allowed.  With  the  modern 
machinery,  the  tools  and  the  force  of 
steam,  it  seems  a  monstrous  crime  to 
compel  children  to  work.  The  best 
laws  that  can  be  framed  should  be 
urged  by  the  people  of  this  or  any 
other  State  to  put  an  end  to  child 
labor. 

Would  recommend  that  this  con- 
vention give  special  attention  to  this 
the  greatest  evil  of  mcdern  society. 

OUTRAGES    IN    COLORADO. 

You  are  all  fully  familiar  with  the 
outrageous  conditions  in  Colorado. 
Suffice  it  to  say  that  in  Colorado  all 
semblance  of  civil  law  and  constitu- 
tional rights  have  been  trampled  under 
foot  and  flagrantly  violated.  The 
mine  owners  organized  as  the  Citizens' 
Alliance,  have  had  the  governor  of 
that  State  under  their  thumb,  doing 
their  bidding  and  carrying  out  the 
bargain  entered  into  prior  to  his  elec- 
tion, to  prevent  the  enactment  of  the 
eight  hour  law  by  the  Colorado  Legis- 
lature, which  enactment  is  directly 
commanded  by  the  constitution  of  that 
State.  If  the  striking  miners  have 
been  guilty  of  the  crime  with  which 
they  are  publicly  charged,  they  should 
have  been  arrested,  indicted  and  tried 
by  the  courts  of  that  State,  and  if 
found  guilty  by  a  jury  of  their  peers, 
punished,  but  this  should  be  by  the  clue 


process  of  law  proA  ided  by  the  statutes 
and  the  constitution  of  Colorado  and 
our  country.  There  can  be  no  justifi- 
able excuse  for  abolishing  civil  law 
and  civil  government  in  any  district 
of  Colorado  and  establishing  military 
rule  so  long  as  there  is  one  district  in 
all  the  State  in  which  a  trial  in  the 
Civil  courts  before  an  impartial  and 
unprejudiced  jury  is  possible.  There- 
fore, I  would  recommend  that  this 
convention  condemn  the  action  of  the 
mine  owners  in  Colorado  in  denying 
to  American  citizens  that  right  which 
is  guaranteed  by  the  constitution  of 
this  country  and  held  sacred  by  every 
free  man,  a  trial  by  jury  of  his  peers. 

UNAFFILIATED   UNIONS. 

I  am  compelled  to  call  your  atten- 
tion once  more  to  the  number  of 
unions  that  are  not  a  part  of  this  State 
Branch.  There  are  in  Massachusetts 
1440  unions.  Of  this  number,  but  248 
are  affiliated  with  the  State  Branch. 

What  a  powerful  organization  we 
would  be,  ard  what  great  good  we 
could  do,  if  every  organization  in 
Massachusetts  was  within  our  ranks. 

Fellow  delegates,  when  you  return 
to  your  homes,  I  sincerely  trust  that 
you  will  use  your  influence  and  efforts 
to  bring  about  a  more  perfect  State 
organization,  by  inviting  all  the  unions 
in  your  city  and  town  to  join  the  State 
Branch. 

CONCLUSION. 

In  conclusion,  permit  me  to  con- 
gratulate the  delegates  to  this  19th 
annual  convention  upon  their  being 
present  at  this  the  largest  convention 
in  the  history  of  the  Massachusetts 
State  Branch.  It  speaks  well  for  the 
movement  in  Massachusetts,  and  as  I 
am  retiring  from  office  I  wish  to  thank 
the  members  of  the  Executive  Council 
and  the  members  of  organized  labor 
throughout  the  State  whom  I  have 
met,  for  the  kindness  I  have  received 
and  the  assistance  so  freely  given,  and 
I  sincerely  hope  that  my  successor 
will  be  treated  with  the  same  kindness 
and  consideration  that  it  has  been  my 
good  fortune  to  receive  at  the  hands 
of  my  fellow  trade  unionists.

The  Women's  Label  League  organ- 
ized is  going  to  start  a  movement  in 
Boston  and  vicinity  of  sending  to  the 
public  and  organized  labor  circulars 
informing  them  where  union  made 
goods  can  be  bought. 

This  will  be  of  great  benefit  to  or- 
ganized labor,  and  I  believe  that  the 
Central  Labor  Unions  should  do  all  in 
their  power  to  bring  about  such  or- 
ganization in  their  city,  and  that  they 
should  be  admitted  in  the  Central 
Labor  Union  without  paying  per 
capita  tax. 

The  labor  movement  of  this  State 
must  give  its  united  support  to  the 
Bakers'  Label,  and  should  call  the 
attention  of  their  wives,  families  and 
friends,  that  when  children  are  sent  to 
purchase  bread,  to  see  that  the  Bakers' 
Label  appears  on  the  same. 

Organized  Labor  should  also  buy 
shoes  bearing  the  Union  Stamp,  and 
inform  their  wives  especially  that 
when  they  buy  shoes  for  themselves 
and  for  the  children,  to  see  that  the 
Union  Stamp  of  the  Boot  and  Shoe 
Workers'  Union  appears  on  them. 

During  the  year,  I  had  16,000  en- 
velopes addressed,  beside  the  many  I 
addressed  myself,  for  the  mailing  of 
circulars  sent  to  all  unions  in  the 
State. 

The  State  Board  of  Statistics  just 
published  a  book  for  1904,  Labor  Bul- 
letin No.  33,  with  names  of  Union 
Secretaries,  and  their  address  ar- 
ranged alphabetically  b3'  cities  and 
towns,  a  total  of  1466,  1440  of  these 
are  Trade  Unions  or  Trade  Councils, 
and  26  State  Organizers  or  General 
Officers. 

I  would  suggest  to  the  delegates  to 
make  an  application  for  same  at  once 
to  the  Bureau  of  Statistics  of  Labor, 
State  House,  Boston.

By  continuing  to  ad- 
vertise in  this  paper,  you  not  alone 
show  that  you  are  unfriendly  to  or- 
ganized labor,  but  mean  to  assist  the 
Los  Angeles  Times  to  fight  the  trade 
union  movement.  It  is  the  wish  of 
the  wage  earners  of  Massachusetts 
that  your  friendly  relations  in  the  past 
will  be  same  in  future,  and  that  you 
are  a  believer  in  justice.

to  interest  itself  in  behalf  of  the  Team 
Drivers  by  seeing  to  it  that  the  firm  of 
Mitchell,  Woodbury  &  Company  have 
their  teaming  done  by  union  men. 

We  hope  that  your  interest  in  the 
welfare  of  the  wage  earners  of  Massa- 
chusetts will  continue  as  friendly  in 
the  future  as  it  has  been  in  the  past 
and  that  you  will  assist  us  in  our  just 
interest."

I  have  received  a  letter  from  the 
Team  Drivers'  Union  informing  me 
that  the  above  firm  has  transferred 
their  work  to  a  union  firm. 

The  officers  of  the  State  Branch 
were  always  ready  and  tried  to  assist 
the  trade  unionists  of  the  State  by 
committee  work  and  circulars. 

The  Executive  Council  has  had  nine 
meetings  in  the  past  year.  Many 
committees  were  appointed  to  wait 
upon  the  Governor  on  Child  Labor. 
The  Legislative  Committee  was  in- 
structed to  investigate  the  order  issued 
for  motormen  to  keep  the  window 
open  in  vestibule  cars.  Order  was 
withdrawn. 

The  following  resolution  was  adopted 
by  the  Council :  — 

Whereas,  Resolution  presented  to 
amend  the  Constitution  conflicts  with 
the  fundamental  law  of  the  American 
Federation  of  Labor,  which  guarantees 
to  each  trade  complete  autonomy  in 
all  matters  affecting  their  trade,  Page 
ii,  Article  6,  Section  4,  therefore,  be 
it 

Resolved,  That  the  Executive  Coun- 
cil decline  to  discriminate  between 
bona  fidf  union  labelled  goods  or 
proprietors. 

Grievance  between  the  Cigar  Makers 
Union  and  Haverhill  Central  Labor 
Union  was  referred  to  the  President. 

The  President  waited  upon  Mr. 
Pidgin,  Bureau  of  Statistics,  to  publish 
a  list  of  unions,- giving  the  names  of 
the  secretaries,  their  addresses  and 
meeting  places  for  1904.  Mr.  Pidgin 
agreed  to  do  so  if  his  department  re- 


ceived enough  money  for  that  purpose. 

The  Secretary  was  instructed  to 
write  the  Chairman  on  Ways  and 
Means  for  the  Committee  of  House 
and  Senate  to  appropriate  money  to 
the  Board  of  Statistics,  so  that  book 
could  be  published. 

The  Boot  and  Shoe  Workers'  Union 
of  Brockton  requested  the  Executive 
Council  to  protest  the  appointment  of 
Mr.  Barry  on  the  State  Board  of  Arbi- 
tration. The  committee  waited  upon 
the  Governor,  and  the  following  day, 
the  appointment  of  Mr.  Barry  was 
made. 

The  committee  appointed  to  wait 
upon  the  Governor  was  composed  of 
D.  D.  Driscoll,  F.  J.  Clarke  and  R.  F. 
Conroy. 

To  the  best  of  our  ability  we  ex- 
plained that  in  many  cases  the  workers 
complained  because  when  a  case  of 
arbitration  was  referred  to  the  State 
Board  of  Arbitration,  it  took  them 
many  months  to  come  to  a  decision. 
The  Council  instructed  same  com- 
mittee to  visit  the  Arbitration  Board 
and  lay  the  whole  matter  before  them. 
We  have  had  two  interviews  on  the 
subject,  and  after  this  convention, 
will  present  the  many  cases  which  the 
Board  has  had  for  from  three  to  eleven 
months  and  did  not  come  to  a  decision. 

We  have  requested  the  Shoe  Workers 
to  send  all  information,  and  while  we 
all  believe  in  arbitration  and  are  al- 
ways ready  to  abide  by  a  decision  of 
mutual  arbitration,  we  do  not  want  to 
■wait  six  months  for  a  decision.  We 
want  just  decisions,  and  want  them 
within  a  reasonable  time,  and  I  believe 
that  the  support  that  organized  labor 
gives  arbitration  is  the  reason  why  so 
many  cases  are  before  the  Board,  and 
we  should  not  be  discouraged  because 
of  delay. 

We  hope  that  by  the  time  we  hold 
our  next  convention,  that  a  remedy  to 
this  matter  will  be  found  satisfactory 
to  all.  I  believe  that  the  members  of 
the  State  Board  should  give  all  their 
time  to  the  .State  Board  of  Arbitration. 

We  have  addressed  many  meetings 
in  the  State  during  the  past  year. 
Namely,  at  Holyoke,  twice,  Norwood, 
Whitman,  Quincy,  Milford,  Newbury- 
port,  Webster,  Lowell,  Brockton,  Mai- 
den, Gardner,  Northampton,  Worces- 
ter and  West  Quincy. 

At  these  public  meetings,  we  urged 
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organization  and  united  support  of  all 
trade  labels. 

The  delegates  to  this  convention 
should  urge  their  members  to  take 
more  interest  in  the  labels. 

At  all  times  when  I  received  print- 
ing from  firms  without  the  label,  I 
called  their  attention  to  the  same,  and 
in  many  cases  it  has  brought  good  re- 
sults. 

The  trade  unionists  must  go  into 
their  social  and  insurance  and  secret 
organization  and  see  that  their  print- 
ing bears  the  union  label.  All  the 
fraternal  societies  are  now  adopting 
the  Allied  Trades  Council  Label. 

On  April  27,  1904,  at  the  Convention 
of  the  Massachusetts  Catholic  Order 
of  Foresters,  the  following  resolution 
was  presented  and  adopted  :  — 

Whereas,  We  the  Representatives 
to  the  25th  Annual  Convention  of  the 
Massachusetts  Catholic  Order  of  For- 
esters, having  within  our  order  a  large 
membership  of  men  and  women  who 
are  affiliated  with  organizations  whose 
purpose  is  the  welfare  and  protection 
of  the  legitimate  interest  of  labor,  and 

Whereas,  We  are  deeply  interested 
in  maintaining  friendly  relations  be- 
tween capital  and  labor,  therefore,  be 
it 

Resolved,  That  all  printed  matter 
issued  by  the  High  Standing  Commit- 
tee in  the  future  shall  bear  the  union 
label. 

I  had  the  pleasure  of  supporting 
this  resolution,  which  was  presented 
by  a  man  who  was  not  a  member  of 
organized  labor.  I  want  to  call  the 
attention  of  the  delegates  to  the  fact 
that  some  of  the  members  of  their 
unions  are  members  of  these  various 
societies  and  they  should  see  to  it 
that  the  union  label  is  on  all  the  print- 
ing, and  at  the  various  concerts  see 
that  union  cigars  are  puchased  by 
their  committee. 

We  the  members  of  trades  unions 
must  at  all  times  and  places  ad\  ance 
our  trade  labels. 

While  the  trusts  of  the  country  open 
stores  in  the  different  cities  and  towns, 
and  sell  their  goods  at  cut  prices, 
we  must  make  our  work  stronger, 
and  not  only  work  on  our  mem- 
bers, but  we  must  request  our  friends 
not  to  patronize  the  United  Cigar  and 
Tobacco  stores,  and  to  give  the  craft 
of    the    Cigarmakers'    and    Tobacco 


Workers'  our  loyal  support  for  their 
label. 

The  purchasing  power  of  the  workers 
must  be  used  and  they  must  see  that 
their  families  do  the  same  by  purchas- 
ing union  made  clothing,  hats  and 
caps. 

While  some  of  the  employers  are 
fighting  for  the  open  shop,  we  have 
the  right  to  refuse  to  work  with  whom 
we  please.  This  convention  should 
endorse  the  closed  shop  and  the  dele- 
gates should  work  to  have  and  keep 
them. 

The  Governor  of  this  State  in  veto- 
ing the  bill  to  prohibit  women  from 
working  in  the  mills  from  6  P.  M.,  to 
6  A.  M.,  deserves  the  condemnation 
of  the  trade  unionists  in  this  State. 

Organized  labor  by  its  enemies 
has  been  charged  that  its  only  object 
is  wages  and  hours.  One  of  the  many 
circulars  sent  out  the  past  year  was 
appealing  for  funds  for  the  Consump- 
tives' Home,  in  the  sa?e  of  small  flags. 
The  trade  union  movement  is  giving 
its  assistance  to  raise  funds  for  same. 
During  our  visit  there,  we  met  mem- 
bers of  organized  labor  in  this  State. 
I  hope  the  trade  unions  will  give  what 
they  can  to  assist  in  trying  to  relieve 
the  poor  sufferers  and  that  this  con- 
vention will  procure  a  flag  for  each 
delegate. 

While  the  doctors  are  taking  up  the 
issue  to  drive  out  the  dreadful  dis- 
ease, consumption,  and  appealed  to 
organized  labor  to  assist  them,  we  re- 
sponded to  the  call.  We  want  fresh 
air.  We  want  healthy  work  shops, 
with  good  ventilation  and  good  light 
and  fresh  drinking  water.  Give  us  the 
short  work  day  so  that  we  can  enjoy 
the  fresh  air.  Support  the  trade  label 
and  we  shall  have  sanitary  conditions. 
I  believe  I  can  say  for  organized  labor 
of  this  State  that  we  will  go  as  far  as 
any  one  to  put  a  stop  to  this  dreadful 
disease. 

Some  of  the  employers  of  labor  are 
organizing  for  the  purpose  of  destroy- 
ing our  trade  unions  by  means  of 
letters  sent  to  persons  trying  to  dis- 
courage them  against  our  trade  label. 
This  should  be  a  lesson  to  the  wage 
earners.  That  in  their  trade  union 
they  should  be  with  united  member- 
ship and  there  we  can  meet  their  un- 
fair schemes. 

The  trades  unions  must  have  high 
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dues  in  case  of  strike  will  have  funds 
to  carry  on  their  work. 

Organized  labor  of  this  State  Should 
give  its  united  support  to  the  Textile 
Workers'  of  Fall  River  who  are  fight- 
ing to  maintain  a  fair  wage  for  the 
Textile  Worker.  If  the  Governor  of 
this  State  believes  that  the  women  of 
Fall  River  want  overtime  work,  why 
does  he  not  try  to  assist  the  people  of 
Fall  River  to  maintain  work  during 
the  day  time  for  a  fair  day's  pay  ? 
The  same  can  be  said  for  men  of  the 
Tube  Workers'  Union  who  have  loy- 
ally fought  for  an  incease  of  wages. 

I  hope  the  delegates  to  this  con- 
vention will  renew  their  interest  in  the 
advancement  of  trade  labels  and, 
when  you  return  home,  see  that  the 
members  of  your  respective  crafts  will 
interest  their  families  to  purchase  only 
union  made  goods. 

During  the  past  year,  complaints  of 
violation  of  the  laws  of  the  State  have 
been  called  to  my  attention,  and  I  in 
turn  called  the  attention  of  the  State 
Police  to  the  matter,  and  in  many 
cases  the  law  has  been  enforced. 

While  I  believe  in  many  restaurants 
and  stewards  in  our  State,  the  58  hour 
law  is  being  violated. 

Organized  labor  of  the  State  of 
Massachusetts  must  continue  in  its 
work  to  enforce  the  child  labor  law. 
The  Executive  Council  in  investigat- 
ing the  children  going  to  work  in  the 
mills  in  Lowell,  took  the  opportunity 
of  having  the  pictures  of  the  children 
taken  entering  the  gates,  which  pict- 
ures I  have  here  for  the  delegates 
to  inspect.  All  the  officers  of  organ- 
ized labor  were  convinced  that  chil- 
dren under  14  5^ears  are  working  in 
mills  and  that  the  laws  are  not  en- 
forced. This  matter  was  called  to  the 
State  Police  by  a  committee  composed 
of  the  President  and  Secretary  of  the 
Massachusetts  State  Branch  of  the 
American  Federation  of  Labor. 

One  more  attempt  was  made  this 
year,  as  requested  by  the  last  State 
Convention,  to  bring  together  the  Ben 
Franklin  Assembly,  Knights  of  Labor, 
and  the  Federal  Labor  Union  No. 
6064  of  Boston.  I  had  the  pleasure 
of  addressing  both  organizations  and 
made  the  following  proposition :  — 
That  the  books  of  both  organizations 
be  given  to  me,  a  public  meeting  to  be 
called  of  the  members  of  the  two  or- 


ganizations, each  union  to  select  one 
man  to  address  the  one  body  and  that 
the  vote  of  the  body  be  the  wish  of 
the  two  organizations ;  or,  that  the  two 
organizations  go  out  of  existence  and 
a  general  meeting  then  be  called  and 
leave  to  the  members  who  will  form 
the  new  union  to  decide  with  which 
parent  body  they  will  affiliate. 

This  proposition  was  rejected,  and 
then  the  officers  of  the  State  Branch 
called  a  general  meeting  to  reorganize 
a  new  union,  which  is  now  a  local 
on  the  Team  Drivers'  International 
Union  of  America. 

The  work  of  the  officers  of  the  State 
Branch  in  the  past  years  in  building 
up  the  organization  has  been  success- 
ful, but  we  believe  we  should  have  at 
least  one  half  of  the  many  unions  in 
this  State  affiliated  with  the  State 
Branch  of  the  American  Federation 
of  Labor. 

If  the  trade  union  movement  of  this 
State  will  only  look  back  to  19  years 
ago  when  a  call  was  issued  b)r  the 
Cigarmakers'  Union  No.  97  of  Boston 
for  a  State  Convention  for  the  forma- 
tion of  a  State  organization.  Charles 
Meinberg,  who  was  President  of  the 
Cigarmakers'  Union  No.  97  at  that 
time  called  the  meeting  to  order. 
There  were  then  25  delegates  present. 
The  seed  of  organization  planted  at 
that  time  has  grown  today  so  that  we 
have  a  convention  with  150  delegates 
or  more.  I  know  it  is  the  desire  of 
that  local  union  and  that  of  the  dele- 
gates to  the  convention  that  the  good 
work  will  continue  and  that  the  next 
convention  will  see  over  300  delegates 
representing  the  trade  union  move- 
ment of  the  State. 

I  make  the  following  recommenda- 
tions for  your  consideration :  — 

That  the  Secretary  of  the  State 
Branch  work  with  the  State  Board  of 
Statistics  to  get  the  correct  names  and 
addresses  of  the  secretaries  of  the 
unions  in  our  State  and  the  nights 
they  meet  and  where  they  meet,  the 
street  and  number,  so  that  the  next 
publication  of  the  Board  of  Statistics 
next  September  will  contain  informa- 
tion beneficial  to  those  who  are  and 
who  are  not  members  of  organized 
labor. 

That  the  Secretary  be  instructed  to 
have  5000  copies  of  the  report  of  the 
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Board  of  Statistics  just  given  out  with 
the  list  of  unions,  Secretaries'  names 
and  addresses  of  the  State  printed, 
and  one  to  be  mailed  to  every  union 
in  the  State  of  Massachusetts. 

That  the  Secretary  request  the 
unions  in  the  State  to  answer  the 
questions  sent  out  by  the  State  Board 
of  Statistics  which  were  as  follows  :  — 
The  name  of  trade  union,  city  or 
town,  branch  of  occupation,  material 
worked  upon,  number  of  hours  worked, 
rates  per  hour,  total  weekly  earn- 
ings, time  lost  during  week  specified, 
whether  it  was  from  sickness,  bad 
weather,  out  of  stock  or  out  of  work, 
total  time  lost  in  hours  during  week 
specified,  for  week  ending,  which  will 
be  set  in  table  when  printed.  This  I 
believe  will  be  of  great  benefit  to  the 
wage  earners  of  the  State  in  backing 
up  the  statements  made  by  organized 
labor  on  the  weekly  wage. 

I  further  recommend  that  the  State 
Board  of  Statistics  have  the  label  on 
all  their  printing  and  that  a  committee 
of  three  be  appointed  to  wait  upon  the 
Secretary  of  the  State  to  have  the  label 
on  all  printed  matter  going  through 
the  offices  of  the  State  of  Massachu- 
setts. If  said  recommendation  needs 
legislation,  that  the  Legislative  Com- 
mittee be  instructed  to  present  a  bill 
to  the  Legislature  calling  for  the  pass- 
age of  such  a  law. 

Fellow  delegates,  the  work  is  now 
in  your  hands  and  when  our  work  is 
done  and  you  return  to  your  homes, 
may  you  feel  well  satisfied  that  good 
work  has  been  the  result  of  your  visit 
to  the  city  of  Lynn  on  the  occasion 
of  the  19th  Annual  Convention. 

I  am  thankful  to  all  my  colleagues 
on  the  Executive  Council  for  their 
support  and  untiring  work,  also  to  or- 
ganized labor  in  general  in  this  State 
for  the  courtesies  extended  to  me  in 
the  many  cities  and  towns  which  I 
have  visited.

tive Committee's  Report. 

Legislative  Committee's  Report. 
Fellow  Delegates  :  — 

The  printed  record  of  the  roll-calls 
in  the  Senate  and  House  upon  labor 
measures  already  issued  by  this  or- 
ganization practically  tells  the  legisla- 
tive story  for  the  past  year  and  does 
away  with  the  necessity  of  any  ex- 
tended report  from  your  legislative 
committee. 

The  concerted  and  systematic  attack 
upon  all  forms  of  trade  union  effort 
which  has  been  gathering  impetus  of 
late  under  the  inspiration  of  Parryism 
was  in  evidence  on  Beacon  Hill.  This 
influence,  supplemented  by  the  reitera- 
ted claim  of  corporation  attorneys,  that 
labor  legislation  was  hampering  in- 
vested capital  in  this  State  and  driv- 
ing new  enterprises  beyond  our  bor- 
ders, was  successful  in  imparting  a  de- 
cided frigidity  to  the  State  House  at- 
mosphere Avhenever  labor  bills  sought 
recognition. 

When  it  is  considered  that  in  addi- 
tion to  this,  the  powerful  influence  of 
the  executive  veto  was  arrayed  against 
us,  no  further  explanation  need  be 
sought  for  to  account  for  the  compara- 
tively meagre  results  attained. 

A  microscopic  examination  of  the 
legislative  field  reveals  only  the  follow- 
ing enactments  which  can  in  any  way 
be  claimed  as  affecting  the  interests 
of  labor: 

Chap.  311.  Relates  to  the  employ- 
ment of  mechanics  and  laborers  in  the 
construction  of  public  works. 

Chap.  313.  Relates  to  the  powers 
of  the  Board  of  Conciliation  and  Arbi- 
tration in  time  of  strike  or  lockout. 

Chap.  3 1 4.  Regulates  removals  and 
suspensions  from  offices  and  em- 
ployment in  the  classified  civil  service. 

Chap.  315.  Relates  to  hours  of  la- 
bor of  members  of  fire  departments  in 
cities  and  towns. 

Chap.  327.  Provides  for  the  pen- 
sioning of  permanent  members  of 
police  and  fire  departments  in  towns. 

Chap.  334.  Relates  to  time  for  vot- 
ing allowed  employees  of  certain  estab- 
lishments. 

Chap.  335.  Provides  for  registra- 
tion of  the  insignia  of  societies,  asso- 


ciations, and  labor  unions,  and  to  pro- 
hibit unauthorized  use  of  same. 

Chap.  343.  Prohibits  the  corrupt 
influencing  of  agents,  employees  or 
servants. 

Chap.  347.  Provides  for  protection 
of  operatives  in  factories  from  injury 
by  flying  shuttles. 

Chap.  349.  Provides  for  protection 
of  persons  furnishing  materials  or  la- 
bor for  public  works. 

Chap.  373.  Relates  to  liens  for 
labor  and  material  furnished  in  the 
construction  of  street  railways. 

Chap  397.  Extends  the  provisions 
of  the  58-hour  law  for  women  and 
minors  so  as  to  include  the  month  of 
December. 

Chap.  430.  Provides  for  appoint- 
ment of  two  additional  members  of 
District  Police  to  serve  as  inspectors 
of  factories  and  public  buildings. 

Chap.  432.  Relates  to  age  and 
schooling  certificates  of  minors. 

Chap.  460.  Relates  to  the  obser- 
vance of  the  Lord's  Day. 

Chaps.  67,  68  and  69  (Resolves). 
Appropriate  money  to  the  trustees  of 
Lowell  Tetxile  School,  New  Bedford 
Textile  School  and  the  Bradford  Dur- 
fee  School  of  Fall  River. 

Chap.  99  (Resolve)  Provides  for 
an  investigation  as  to  sanitary  and 
other  conditions  affecting  the  health 
or  safety  of  employees  in  factories  and 
other  establishments,  to  be  conducted 
by  the  State  Board  of  Health,  Chief 
of  the  District  Police  and  the  Bureau 
of  Statistics  of  Labor. 

All  of  our  more  important  measures 
went  down  to  a  more  or  less  inglorious 
defeat.  Upon  many  of  them  we  were 
unable  even  to  secure  a  roll  call. 

The  picketing  bill,  to  which  we  de- 
voted much  attention  and  upon  which 
a  largly  attended  and  enthusiastic 
hearing  was  held,  was  slain  in  the  Sen- 
ate by  a  vote  nearly  on  the  party  lines. 

The  House  reversed  its  position  of 
the  previous  year  upon  the  initiative 
and  referendum. 

Five  years  of  earnest  effort  reached 
a  disastrous  conclusion  when,  on 
April  7,  the  House  defeated  the  meas- 
ure allowing  constitutional  amendment 
to  be  proposed  by  50  000  petitioners  by 
a  vote  of  107  in  favor  to  105  against. 
This  was  far  short  of  the  necessary 
two-thirds.  Your  committee  is  of  the 
opinion  that  the  measure  should  not 
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be  strongly  urged  upon  the  General 
Court  again  for  awhile  at  least.  At 
the  same  time  it  is  believed  that  the 
subject  should  not  be  allowed  to  drop, 
and  we  recommend  that  the  Legisla- 
tive Committee  of  next  year  be  in- 
structed to  examine  what  is  known  as 
the  Public  Opinion  Law  of  Illinois,  and 
present  something  on  the  same  lines 
to  the  Massachusetts  Legislature. 
That  law  provides  that  questions  of 
public  policy  shall  be  submitted  to  the 
people  at  the  polls  when  petitioned  for 
by  a  stated  number  of  voters.  The 
action  of  the  people  has  no  binding 
effect  but  it  has  proved  a  terror  to 
the  railway  monopolists  of  Chicago. 

The  overtime  bill,  upon  which  the 
hope  and  energies  of  the  textile  people 
was  largely  concentrated,  struggled 
through  both  legislative  branches  only 
to  receive  a  knockout  blow  from  His 
Excellency,  the  Governor,  and  the 
House  refused  to  pass  the  bill  over  his 
veto. 

Much  was  hoped  from  the  report  of 
the  commission  appointed  the  previous 
year  upon  the  relations  of  Employers 
and  Employes.  The  very  modest  and 
conservative  conclusions  of  the  Com- 
mission were  treated  in  such  a  way  as 
to  warrant  the  assumption  that  it  was 
never  intended  that  practical  results 
should  ensue  from  its  investigation. 

The  circumlocution  office,  described 
by  Dickens  in  Little  Dorritt,  was  fairly 
outdone.  Instead  of  referring  the  re- 
port of  the  commission  to  the  Labor 
Committee  where  it  properly  belonged, 
a  special  committee  was  appointed 
which,  to  put  it  with  excess  of  mildness 
could  not  be  accused  of  one  iota  of 
sympathy  so  far  as  the  large  majority 
of  its  members  were  concerned. 

The  result  of  protracted  hearings  by 
the  Committee  was  the  recommenda- 
tion by  it  that  a  between  sessions 
committees  be  appointed  to  further 
consider  the  question  of  workmen's 
compensation.  This  to  its  credit  the 
legislature  promptly  turned  down,  and 
the  curtain  fell  down  on  the  special 
committee  in  the  position  of  the  fam- 
ous King  of  France  who  with  20,000 
men  marched  up  a  hill  and  then  march- 
ed down  again.

After  discussion  by  several  delegates 
the  previous  question  was  called  for 
amendment.  Vote  doubted.  Affirma- 
tive 5,  negative  86,  amendment  lost. 
Original  motion  carried,  accepting  re- 
port of  committee.

by  the  "  Anti-Boycott  Association  "

Resolved,  That  we  hereby  pledge  our 
moral  support  to  the  United  Hatters 
of  North  America  in  their  struggle  for 
union  wages  and  conditions. 

Resolved,  That  we  the  delegates  as- 
sembled in  this  convention  impress 
upon  our  respective  constituencies  the 
great  necessity  of  demanding  union- 
made  hats. 

Whereas,  The  firm  of  John  B.  Stet- 
son of  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  and  Knox 
Hat  Co.  of  New  York,  are  the  arch 
enemies  of  organized  labor,  as  they 
employ  hundred  of  recently  arrived 
imigrants  at  starvation  wages,  and  will 
not  permit  any  members  of  organized 
labor  to  work  in  their  factory;  there- 
fore be  it 

Resolved,  That  we  call  upon  the  or- 
ganized labor  of  this  State,  not  to  pa- 
tronize the  Stetson  or  Knox  hats. 
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Resolved,  That  the  sincere  thanks  of 
the  United  Hatters  of  North  America, 
are  hereby  extended  to  the  organized 
labor  of  the  State  of  Massachusetts, 
and  of  the  United  States  for  the  loyal 
and  faithful  manner  in  which  they 
have  supported  the  hatters'  union  label.

Resolution  No.  3,  by  Thomas  M. 
Nolan. 

Resolved,  That  the  State  Branch 
expresses  its  emphatic  condemnation 
of  the  action  of  certain  corporations 
in  fixing  an  unreasonable  age  limit 
upon  employment  of  men,  and  recom- 
mends to  wage  earners  generally  that 
the  only  feasible  plan  wherein  they 
can  secure  justice  and  a  fair  return 
for  their  labor  is  in  a  thorough  organi- 
zation of  their  respective  crafts  and 
affiliation  with  the  American  Federa- 
tion of  Labor.

Resolution  No.  4,  by  Wm.  Cunning- 
ham and  W.  H.  Tevlin. 

At  a  meeting  of  Local  No.  5  of 
the  International  Association  of  Tube 
Workers  of  America,  held  at  Somer- 
ville,  Mass.,  on  the  25th  day  of  Sep- 
tember 1904,  the  following  resolutions 
were  offered  and  unanimously  adopted, 
viz  :  — 

Whereas,  A  strike  has  been  in  pro- 
gress since  May  17,  1904.  and  is  still 
in  existence,  between  the  members  of 
the  said  local,  consisting  of  567  men, 
and  the  American  Tube  Works  Com- 
pany of  Boston,  Mass.,  having  its 
works  in  said  Somerville,  the  request 
of  said  men  being  for  an  increase  in 
wages  of  one  dollar  per  week,  and 

Whereas,  The  wages  paid  by  said 
corporation  are  entirely  inadequate  to 
supply  the  men  with  the  bare  necessi- 
ties of  life,  especially  wnen  the  major- 
ity of  said  men  are  married  and  have 
large  families  dependent  upon  support, 

—  and  also  when  it  is  taken  into  con- 
sideration that  the  earnings  of  said 
corporation  on  its  invested  capital  of 
$300,000  in  the  year  1900  was  $358,000 

—  and  in  the  year  1903,  $469,000,  and 
the  rate  of  wages  paid  its  men  was  as 
follows  :  —

Whereas,  This  local  has  done  all  in 
its  power,  consistent  with  honor  and 
principle,  in  endeavoring  in  every  pos- 
sible manner  to  arbitrate  and  settle 
the  question  in  dispute,  and  as  said 
corporation  absolutely  refuses  to  re- 
cognize any  labor  union,  especially 
this  local,  and  arrogantly  defies  labor 
organizations  in  general,  ignoring  and 
insulting  all  committees  who  have 
been  sent  to  said  corporation  for  the 
purpose  of  adjusting  the  questions  in 
dispute  between  said  corporation  and 
this  local,  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  in  view  of  the  facts 
above  set  forth,  —  that  this  local  call 
to  its  assistance  the  State  Branch  of 
the  American  Federation  of  Labor, 
and  all  its  affiliated  bodies,  and  re- 
spectfully ask  that  they  place  the 
goods  manufactured  by  said  Company 
upon  the  "  unfair  list,"  said  goods 
consisting  of  brass  and  copper  tubing, 
and  also,  that  all  members  of  organized 
labor  be  requested  to  refrain  from  the 
use  or  purchase  of  said  goods;  and 
be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  the  State  Branch 
instruct  its  delegates  to  the  conven- 
tion of  the  American  Federation  of 
Labor,  to  be  held  at  San  Francisco, 
California  on  the  second  Monday  of 
November,  1904,  and  urge  that  such 
action  be  taken  by  said  convention  as 
will  result  in  placing  the  goods  manu- 
factured by  the  American  Tube  Works 
Company  upon  the  "  unfair  list," 
throughout  the  States  of  America,  and 
the  Dominion  of  Canada;  and  be  it- 
furthur 

Resolved,  That  our  delegates  urge 
upon  the  convention  the  necessity  of 
giving  all  moral  and  financial  support 
that  the  urgency  of  our  case  demands. 

Approved  and  adopted. 

Resolution  No.  5,  by  T.  J.  Regan. 

Whereas,  Organized  labor  using  at 
this  time  laundry  work,  will  have  that 
linen  re-laundered  by  American  laun- 
dries instead  of  Chinese  laundries, 
they  will  help  the  cause  of  the  organ- 
izing of  the  laundries  a  great  deal. 
The  Chinese  today  stand  not  only  in 
the  way  of  the  employer  towards 
increased  trade,  but  to  the  employe 
towards  increased  wages. 
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Union  labor,  patronize  only  Ameri- 
can laundries,  and  by  doing  so  you 
will  help  the  organization  of  our  craft. 

Approved  and  adopted. 

Resolution  No.  6,  by  Thomas  M. 
Nolan. 

Resolved,  That  the  delegates  to  this 
convention  be  instructed  to  bring  up 
in  their  local  unions  the  importance 
of  individual  work  in  promoting  the 
union  label  of  the  printing  crafts, 
especially  those  members  of  fraternal 
and  similar  organizations,  wherein 
much  good  work  can  be  done  in 
advocating  the  union  label  upon 
printed  matter. 

Resolved,  That  trade  unionists  gen- 
erally be  especially  requested,  upon 
receipt  of  printed  matter,  from  what- 
ever source,  to  return  such  printed 
matter  when  it  fails  to  bear  the  official 
imprint  of  the  organized  printing 
crafts. 

Approved  and  adopted. 

Resolution  No.  7,  by  delegates  Ward, 
Dolan  and  Norton,  local  union  29 ; 
J.  E  Leber,  Otto  Buckinsger,  local 
union  14;  Paul  D.  Rappold,  local 
union  99. 

Whereas,  The  union  label  is  the 
only  guarantee  of  fair  working  condi- 
tions ;  and 

Whereas,  As  a  rule,  manufacturers 
are  unwilling  to  use  the  union  label 
on  their  product  even  when  they  are 
entitled  to  the  use  of  same ; 

Whereas,  The  Brewery  Workers  at 
all  times  are  ready  to  loyally  and  faith- 
fully support  all  trade  union  labels, 
therefore 

Resolved,  That  we  call  upon  organ- 
ized labor  and  sjonpathi-zers  of  this 
State  using  the  product  of  the  Brewery 
Workers  to  insist  upon  the  label  of 
the  Brewery  Workers'  International 
Union  on  all  packages  of  lager  beer, 
ale  and  porter  in  stores  they  patro- 
nize. 

Approved  and  adopted. 

Resolution  No.  8,  by  Wm.  Bram- 
white. 

Whereas,  The  Gold  Beaters  of 
Massachusetts,  desire  to  call  the  atten- 
tion of  the  State  Branch  of  the  Amer- 
ican Federation  of  Labor  to  the  fact 
that  their  label  which  has  been  in  exist- 
ence for  over  two  years  is  not  beins: 


recognized  as  it  should  be  by  crafts

Resolved,  That  the  Massachusetts 
State  Branch  opposes  efforts  now 
being  made  to  secure  adoption  of 
what  is  known  as  a  universal  union 
label,  believing  that  the  present  sys- 
tem of  individual  trade  labels  better 
accomplishes  the  purposes  desired  and 
that  the  work  of  making  a  so-called 
universal  label  popular  would  undo 
the  work  of  the  union  label  movement 
that  has  been  carried  on  along  intelli- 
gent lines  for  nearly  25  years,  and 
which  has  accomplished  remarkable 
results  for  American  wage  earners. 

Resolved,  That  the  delegate  from 
the  State  Branch  to  the  National  con- 
vention be,  and  he  hereby  is  instructed 
to  oppose  any  efforts  in  the  national 
body  looking  toward  the  adoption  of  a 
universal  union  label  or  the  elimina- 
tion of  trade  labels  now  in  existence, 
or  which  may  hereafter  be  adopted  by 
individual  trade  unions  authorized  to 
do  so.

Resolution  No.  10,  by  Harry  Sher- 
man. 

Whereas,  There  are  some  stores 
placed  on  the  unfair  list  in  the  City  of 
Boston. 

Whereas,  All  said  stores  that  are  on 
unfair  list,  the  placing  of  same  on  said 
unfair  list  was  indorsed  by  the  Boston 
Central  Labor  Union,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  no  member  affili- 
ated with  any  labor  organization  patro 
nize  the  same, 

Resolved,  That  no  manufactured 
product  of  any  kind  be  purchased  b)T 
any  one  unionist,  except  all  such  pro- 
ducts bear  the  union  label. 

Approved. 

Resolution  No.  11,  by  Thomas  M. 
Nolan. 
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Resolved,  That  we  condemn  efforts 
being  made  by  opponents  of  the 
trade  union  movement  to  befog  the 
public  mind  on  the  real  issues  involved 
in  what  they  insist  upon  calling  the 
"  closed  shop." 

Resolved,  That  in  place  of  the  term 
"  closed  shop  "  we  recommend  the  use 
of  the  term  "union  shop"  or  "con- 
tract shop,"  as  expressing  more  intelli- 
gently the  aims  of  organized  labor  in 
its  endeavor  to  secure  collective  bar- 
gaining with  employers. 

Resolved,  That  the  executive  of  the 
State  Branch  be  instructed  to  prepare 
a  circular  to  be  given  to  the  press  set- 
ting forth  in  clear  terms,  the  fallacy  of 
the  argument  made  by  employers  and 
antagonists  of  our  movement  in  en- 
deavoring to  educate  the  public  that 
the  so-called  "  closed  shop  "  is  repug- 
nant to  American  institutions. 

Approved  and  referred  to  the  Exec- 
utive Council. 

Resolution  No.  12. 

Resolved,  That  the  State  Branch 
proceed  to  organize  a  State  label 
league  to  consist  of  delegates  from  all 
central  bodies;  said  league  to  meet 
at  least  once  a  month  at  different 
parts  of  the  State.  No  central  body 
to  send  less  than  two  delegates,  they 
to  be  members  of  the  label  committee 
of  the  central  body  they  represent. 

Committee  report  inexpedient  to 
legislate.     Report  accepted. 

Resolution  No.  1 3,  by  Thomas  Bean. 

Whereas,  In  conformity  with  the 
attached  action  of  the  American  Fede- 
ration of  Labor,  the  Boston  Central 
Labor  Union,  and  the  published  ac- 
tion of  the  ex-officers  of  the  American 
Federation  of  Labor,  we  the  Wood 
Workers'  Union,  Local  24,  of  Boston, 
request  the  State  Branch  of  the  Amer- 
ican Federation  of  Labor  to  take  such 
steps  as  are  possible  to  have  the 
Brotherhood  of  Carpenters  turn  over 
to  the  Wood  Workers  No.  24  of 
Boston,  all  mill  hands  illegally  or- 
ganized by  them  since  the  decision 
rendered  by  the  Executive  Council  of 
the  American  Federation  of  Labor. 

Committee  recommend  reference  to 
the  Executive  Council.     Adopted.

Delegate  P.  Collins  reported  for 
committee  on  Executive  Council  re- 
port. 

It  was  voted  take  up  report  section 
by  section. 

Report   of    Committee   on   Execu- 
tive Council. 
Fellow  Delegates : 

The  committee  delegated  by  this 
convention  to  consider  and  report  on 
the  proceedings  of  the  Executive  Coun- 
cil, desire  to  present  at  this  time  the 
result  of  their  deliberations.  Your 
committee  in  pursuance  of  its  duties, 
met  immediately  after  adjournment  of 
the  first  morning  session,  and  after 
duly  organizing  with  Peter  W.  Collins 
as  chairman  and  Joseph  W.  Kelly  as 
secretary,  proceeded  with  the  report 
of  the  tenth  Executive  Council  meet- 
ing and  which  this  convention  at  its 
first  afternoon  session  adopted. 

After  careful  consideration  of  the 
minutes  of  the  Executive  Council, 
your  committee  recommend  their 
adoption  and  that  the  same  be  printed 
in  the  annual  report. 

While  your  committee  feel  that  past 
loans  by  the  Executive  Council  have 
been  judicious,  we  believe  the  purpose 
of  the  Executive  Council  is  to  act  for 
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the  State  Branch  between  sessions, 
and  would  recorrimend  that  the  Execu- 
tive Council  powers,  in  relation  to  the 
donating  and  loaning  of  the  funds,  be 
clearly  defined,  if  such  power  is  to  be 
delegated  to  them. 

Your  committee  believes  that  the 
loaning  and  donating  of  funds  of  this 
Federation  is  a  prerogative  of  this 
Federation  in  convention  assembled, 
and  should  not  be  delegated  to  any 
subordinate  body. 

We  therefore  recommend  that  the 
Committee  on  Constitution  draft  a 
clause  to  cover  such  a  contingency,  as 
in  the  present  constitution  it  is  not 
provided. 

Your  committee  recommends  that 
you  approve  the  action  of  the  Execu- 
tive Council  in  placing  on  the  unfair 
list  the  firm  of  Atwood  Brothers  of 
Whitman,  box  manufacturers.  And 
that  you  place  on  the  unfair  list  the 
product  of  Walter  Baker  Co.  of  Mil- 
ton, a  patron  of  the  Atwood  Co.,  they, 
the  Walter  Baker  Co.,  having  refused 
to  withdraw  their  patronage  from  the 
Atwood  Co.  We  also  recommend 
that  the  Secretary-Treasurer  be  in- 
structed to  notify  all  unions  of  the 
action  taken  by  the  State  Branch, 
and  that  our  delegate  to  the  A.  F.  of 
L.  convention  pay  particular  attention 
to  have  placed  on  the  unfair  list  the 
firms  of  Atwood  &  Co.,  box  manu- 
facturers, and  Walter  Baker  Co.  of 
Milton.

Resolution  No.  2  adopted,  after

Whereas,  tirganized  labor  has  for 
years  sought  by  legisation  to  protect 
the  health  and  promote  the  welfare  of 
women  and  minors  compelled  by  ne- 
cessity to  toil  in  textile  factories,  and 

Whereas,  After  10  years  of  strenu- 
ous effort  and  against  the  combined 
lobby  of  the  Mass.  legislature,  a  meas- 
ure prohibiting  the  employment  of 
women  and  minors  in  textile  factories 
between  the  hours  of  6  p.  m.  and  6  a.  m. 
was  passed  through  both  branches  of 
the  legislature,  only  to  be  vetoed  by 
Governor  John  L.  Bates;  and 

Whereas,  We  believe  that  Governor 
Bates  by  that  act  committed  a  crime 
against  human  progress;  therefore  be 
it 

Resolved,  That  we  the  delegates  to 
the  19th  Annual  Convention  of  the 
Massachusetts  State  Branch,  Amer- 
ican Federation  of  Labor  do  condemm 
the  action  of  Governor  Bates  in  veto- 
ing the  bill  prohibiting  the  employ- 
ment of  women  and  minors  between 
the  hours  of  6  p.  m.  and  6  a.  m.,  and 
call  on  workers  and  friends  of  human 
progress  to  use  their  influence  to  de- 
feat the  Governor  John  L.  Bates,  at 
the  coming  election. 

Adopted  unanimously. 

Announcement  that  Delegate  Stetson 
of  Pittsfield  was  called  home  because 
of  sickness  of  his  wife.  Moved  and 
carried  that  he  be  excused  from  further 
attendance  and  his  associate,  Delegate 
Henchy,  be  instructed  to  convey  the 
best  wishes  of  the  delegates  for  the 
recovery  of  Mrs.  Stetson. 
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Delegate  J.  G.  Jackson  reported  that 
he  visited  Fall  River,  and  the  Textile 
Workers  thank  the  State  Branch  for 
the  donation  of  $200. 

Delegate  Smith  reported  for  Com- 
mittee on  Resolutions. 

Resolution  No.  14,  by  Thomas  M. 
Nolan. 

Resolved,  That  the  legislative  com- 
mittee of  the  Massachusetts  State 
Branch,  American  Federation  of  Labor 
be,  and  they  are  hereby,  instructed  to 
endeavor  at  the  coming  session  of  the 
general  court  of  this  State  to  change 
that  portion  of  what  is  known  as  the 
Luce  primary  election  law,  so  that  it  will 
not  be  necessary  for  voters  attending 
primaries  to  declare  their  party  affilia- 
tion when  asking  for  a  ballot,  believing 
as  we  do  that  the  fundamental  object 
of  the  Australian  ballot  is  destroyed  in 
compelling  voters  to  do  so. 

Committee  reported  inexpedient  to 
legislate. 

Moved  and  seconded  that  we  sub- 
stitute the  resolution  for  committee's 
report.

Fellow  delegates : — 

We,  the  undersigned  your  commit- 
tee on  officers'  reports,  beg  leave  to 
submit  the  following  as  its  report  upon 
the  matters  referred  to  us  :  — 

After  a  careful  perusal  of  the  reports 
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of  the  President  and  Secretary,  we 
find  that  they  indicate  that  the  affairs 
of  office  of  President  and  Secretary- 
treasurer  were  conducted  in  such  a 
manner  as  to  further  the  interests  and 
increase  the  influence  of  the  Massa 
chusetts  State  Branch  of  the  American 
Federation  of  Labor,  and  reflect 
credit  upon  themselves. 

Upon  the  recommendations  of  the 
President  that  assistance  be  given  to 
the  Tube  Workers,  Bakers'  and  Steam- 
fitters'  Unions,  and  Atwood  Box  Co., 
in  view  of  the  fact  that  resolutions 
affecting  the  above-named  unions  have 
either  been  acted  upon  by  this  con- 
vention, or  have  been  presented  for 
action,  we  therefore  recommend  that 
further  action  on  behalf  of  said  unions 
be  referred  to  the  incoming  Executive 
Council. 

Upon  the  recommendation  of  the 
President  in  reference  to  complying 
with  the  request  of  the  American 
Federation  of  Labor,  in  questioning 
candidates  for  Congress,  we  recom- 
mend its  adoption,  and  that  the  Secre- 
tary-Treasurer be  instructed  to  have 
drawn  and  printed  a  circular  in  accord- 
ance with  request  and  forward  the 
same  to  all  labor  organizations  in  the 
State. 

Upon  the  recommendation  of  the 
President  in  relation  to  child  labor,  we 
recommend  that  the  whole  matter  be 
referred  to  the  incoming  Executive 
Council  and  they  be  instructed  to  pro- 
ceed in  such  a  manner  as  in  their 
judgment  will  be  most  effective  in 
abolishing  child  labor  in  this  State. 

Upon  the  report  of  the  Secretary- 
Treasurer,  that  the  Mass.  Catholic 
Order  of  Foresters  has  ordered  that 
all  their  printed  matter  bear  the  union 
label.  We  recommend  that  the  thanks 
of  this  convention  be  extended  to  the 
Mass.  Catholic  Order  of  Foresters 
for  said  action,  and  the  Secretar}-- 
Treasurer  be  instructed  to  forward 
the  same. 

Upon  the  recommendation  of  the 
Secretary-Treasurer  that  this  conven- 
tion purchase  the  flags  of  the  Boston 
Consumptives'  Home.  We  recom- 
mend that  the  delegates  to  this  con- 
vention be  instructed  to  report  the 
matter  to  their  respective  unions  for 
their  favorable  action. 

Upon  the  recommendations  of  the 
Sec. -Treasurer  that  he  be  instructed 
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to  work  in  conjunction  with  the  State 
Board  of  Statistics  in  the  matter  of 
getting  up  a  trade  union  directory  of 
the  State  and  the  issuance  of  the 
same.  We  recommend  that  the  whole 
matter  be  referred  to  the  incoming 
Executive  Council. 

Upon  the  recommendation  of  the 
Secretary- Treasurer  that  all  printing 
of  the  Board  of  Statistics  bear  the 
union  label.  We  recommend  that  the 
incoming  Executive  Council  be  in- 
structed to  proceed  in  such  a  way  as 
necessary  to  procure  the  union  label 
upon  said  printing.

Delegate  F.  H.  McCarthy  reported 
for  the  Committee  on  8-Hour  Day  for 
Street  Car  Men. 

We,  the  special  committee  on  8- 
Hour  Day  for  Street  Car  Men  of  this 
State,  beg  leave  to  submit  the  follow- 
ing: 

Fellow  Delegates  : 

Loss  of  life  and  dangerous  accidents 
are  of  daily  occurence  on  the  highways 
of  our  State,  and  are  increasing  in 
number  with  greater  celerity  than 
traffic,  and  are  attributable  too  often 
to  heedlessness,  if  not  criminal  negli- 
gence, on  the  part  of  the  management 
of  the  railways.  The  blame  for  many 
of  these  horrors  is  usually  placed  on 
the  helpless  and  overworked  em- 
ployes. Our  streets  are  almost  given 
over  to  these  corporations,  subject  to 
only  such  regulations  as  the  companies 
see  fit  to  accept.  Pubic  safety  and 
convenience  require  that  the  condi- 
tions governing  the  running  of  the 
street  cars  be  subject  to  public  control 
so  that  the  employe  be  an  alert,  con- 
tented workman,  so  treated  that  while 
on  duty  he  may  give  faithful,  careful 
service.  To  this  end  it  is  right  and 
proper  that  these  servants  of  the  State, 
the  railway  corporations,  be  restricted 
by  law  from  overworking  employes 
upon  whose  alertness  and  care  so 
much  depends. 


Therefore,  this  convention  of  the 
Mass.  State  Branch,  A.  F.  of  L,  recom- 
mend that  these  men  be  worked  not 
longer  than  eight  hours  per  day,  and 
we  recommend  that  the  incoming  Exe- 
cutive Council  be  instructed  to  consult 
with  street  railway  men  and  formulate 
an  8-hour  bill  for  street  railway  em- 
ployes of  this  State,  between  now  and 
the  assembling  of  the  legislature,  the 
same  to  be  given  to  the  chairman  of 
the  Legislative  Committee  of  the  Mass. 
State  Branch  of  the  A.  F.  of  L.,  and 
to  be  presented  by  him  to  the  next 
legislature  for  action.

"  Only  bonafide  wage  workers,  who 
are  not  members  of,  or  eligible  to, 
membership  in  other  trade  unions,  are 
eligible  as  delegates  from  Federal 
Labor  Unions." 

Adopted. 

Article  5,  section  1,  shall  be  amended 
as  follows,  by  adding  after  the  word 
"vote,"  in  line  six: — 

"And  take  possession  of  their  office 
the  first  day  of  November  following 
their  election." 

Adopted. 

The  Committee  on  Constitution  re- 
commends the  striking  out  Section  2, 
of  Article  6,  of  the  constitution  which 
is  as  follows  :  — 

Sect.  4.  No  member  of  the  Execu- 
tive Council,  no  member  of  any  com- 
mittee, appointed  or  chosen  by  the 
State  Branch  convention  or  the  Exe- 
cutive Council,  shall  be  interested  in 
a  private  capacity,  directly  or  indi- 
rectly, in  any  contract  or  agreement 
for  labor,  or  for  any  materials,  goods, 
wares,  or  mechandise  furnished  to 
the  State  Branch,  wherein  the  State 
Branch  is  a  party  interested,  unless 
the  same  be  expressly  authorized  to  be 
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made   and   entered   into  with  such  a 
person  by  some  law  or  order  of  the 
State  Branch. 
Adopted. 

That  Article  2,  of  Section  3,  the 
following  to  be  stricken  out :  — 

The  Secretary- Treasurer  is  author- 
ized to  use  any  labor  paper  he  may 
desire  for  the  printing  of  quarterly  re- 
ports, notices  to  unions  etc.,  and  to 
make  such  terms  with  publishers  as 
may  be  satisfactory. 

Then  Sect.  3,  will  read  as  follows :  — 

To  aid  and  encourage  the  labor 
press  to  the  advantages  of  the  pur- 
chase of  union  labeled  products. 

Adopted. 

Resolution  No.  2,  by  P.  F.  Sheehan. 

The  rules  of  one  convention  shall 
remain  in  force  until  the  Committee 
on  Rules  shall  report  at  the  next  con- 
vention and  the  reports  be  accepted. 

Adopted. 

The  part  of  report  on  Constitution 
Committee  referring  to  loans,  or  do- 
nating the  funds  by  vote  of  the  Execu- 
tive Council,  was  referred  back  to 
Committee  on  Constitution. 

On  motion,  the  Central  Labor  Union 
of  Lynn,  was  exonerated  from  any 
blame  for  appearance  of  unfair  firms 
advertising  in  Lynn  souvenir,  and 
that  the  matter  be  referred  to  the 
delegate  from  Typographical  Union.

Whereas,  The  National  Biscuit  Com- 
pany, otherwise  known  as  the  baking 
trust ;  and 

Whereas,  Said  trust  has  locked  out 
all  the  union  men  in  its  emplo)^  in 
New  York  and  Chicago,  and  further- 
more does  not  employ  in  any  of 
its  Massachusetts  factories,  if  known, 
a  member  of  the  union,  thus  discrimi- 
nating against  organized  labor ;  there- 
fore, be  it 

Resolved,  That  we,  the  representa- 
tives of  the  trades  union  movement  of 
this  commonwealth,  endorse  the  label 
of  the  Cracker  Bakers,  an  organization 
affiliated  with  the  A.  F.  of  L. ;  and  be 
it  further 

Resolved,  That  we  request  all  mem- 
bers of  our  families,  not  only  to  de- 
mand union  made  crackers,  but  to  re- 
frain from  buying  the  product  of  the 
trust. 

Adopted. 

Resolution  No.  16,  by  P.  Mahoney. 


Whereas,  Employers  are  making  a 
determined  effort  throughout  our  coun- 
try for  an  open  shop,  which  means  a 
non-union  shop  and  the  reduction  of 
the  American  laborer  to  the  level  of 
the  Coolie. 

Whereas,  Members  of  organized 
labor  are  aiding  unscruplous  employ- 
ers in  their  efforts  to  make  the  open 
shop  possible,  by  purchasing  cigars, 
tobacco  and  cigarettes  manufactured 
by  the  enemies  of  the  trades  unions, 
employers  of  child  labor,  and  in  whose 
factories  a  system  of  exploitation  ex- 
ists so  cruel  that  it  would  gladden  the 
heart  of  a  Herod. 

Whereas,  Members  of  trades  unions 
purchasing  a  product  made  by  the 
arch  enemy  of  labor,  the  American 
Tobacco  Co.,  Continental  and  Amer- 
ican Tobacco  Co.,  better  known  as 
the  Trust,  are  violating  every  principle 
of  trades  unionism  and  justice,  giving 
aid  and  comfort  to  those  who  would 
reduce  us  to  serfs ;  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  we  the  representa- 
tives of  the  trades  unionists  of  Massa- 
chusetts in  convention  assembled, 
pledge  ourself  to  purchase  no  cigars, 
tobacco  or  cigarettes  unless  they  bear 
the  label  of  their  respective  crafts. 

Adopted. 

Resolution  No.  17,  by  Thomas  M. 
Nolan,  B.  T.  U.  No.  13. 

Resolved,  That  the  Massachusetts 
State  Branch  places  itself  on  record 
as  being  in  entire  accord  with  efforts 
being  made  by  the  International  Peace 
Congress  and  similar  bodies,  to  sub- 
stitute arbitration  in  place  of  disastrous 
wars  involving  untold  loss  of  life  and 
treasure. 

Resolved,  That  as  one  means  to- 
ward the  furtherance  of  the  peace 
spirit  we  recommend  to  the  school  au- 
thorities of  the  cities  and  towns  of  this 
Commonwealth  that  they  dispense 
with  the  efforts  made  to  encourage 
the  war  spirit  among  the  boys  of  our 
schools  through  the  formation  of 
cadets  and  similar  organizations,  that 
they  replace  this  course  with  studies, 
that  will  demonstrate  to  the  younger 
generation  the  value  of  mediation, 
conciliation  and  arbitration  in  the 
settlements  of  disputes,  not  alone  be- 
tween nations,  but  between  individ- 
uals. 
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Committee  recommend  the  endorse- 
ment of  first  section  and  expedient 
to  legislate  on  second.  Report  con- 
curred in. 

Resolution  No.  19,  by  Harry  W. 
Joel,  Cambridge  Central  Labor  Union, 

Whereas,  In  the  city  of  Fall  River 
there  are  now  on  strike,  25,000  workers 
against  a  reduction  in  wages,  and 

Whereas,  It  is  impossible  to  main- 
tain home  or  the  American  standard 
of  living  and  tends  to  reduce  our  citi- 
zens to  the  level  of  the  Asiatic,  and 

Whereas,  This  fight  can  be  won  if 
the  American  labor  movement  will  re- 
spond in  a  most  liberal  manner ;  to  that 
end  we  call  on  the  workers  of  the  land 
to  strike  a  blow  at  arrogant  capital. 

Resolved,  That  we  the  delegates  to 
the  Massachusetts  State  Branch  of  the 
American  Federation  of  Labor  in  con- 
vention assembled,  call  on  the  Amer- 
ican Federation  of  Labor  to  levy 
a  suitable  assessment  in  aid  of  the 
Fall  River  strikers  that  must  win 
their  struggle  against  imhuman  or- 
ganized capital 

Adopted. 

Referred  to  the  delegate  American 
Federation  of  Labor. 

Moved  and  carried,  on  the  adop- 
tion of  this  resolution  the  Secretary- 
Treasurer  shall  be  instructed  to  notify 
President  Gompers  immediately  and 
ask  him  to  take  such  action  as  he  can 
legally  take  to  come  to  the  immediate 
support  of  the  Fall  River  strikers. 

Resolution  No.  19a,  by  H.  W.  Joel. 

Resolved,  That  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee be  directed  to  lend  all  possible 
aid  to  the  Cambridge  Central  Labor 
Union  in  organizing  the  wage  workers 
of  the  City  of  Cambridge. 

Adopted. 

Resolution  No.  20,  by  Jonas  Weener. 

Whereas,  The  tobacco  trust  are 
running  stores  throughout  the  large 
cities  in  our  commonwealth,  known  as 
the  United  Cigar  Store  Co.,  for  the 
sale  of  their  products  made  by  child 
labor. 

Whereas,  The  payment  of  a  weekly 
due  never  yet  made  a  man  a  trades 
unionist. 


Whereas,  Said  monopoly  are  giving 
away  bonds  and  coupons  which  they 
redeem  in  presents,  taken  out  of  the 
sweat  of  the  children  employed  in 
their  institutions. 

Whereas,  A  trades  unionist  entering 
one  of  these  stores  is  false  to  his  obli- 
gation, a  traitor  to  his  class,  an  enemy 
of  civilization  and  a  disgrace  to  the 
human  race,  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  we  call  on  all  friends 
of  organized  labor  and  members  to 
show  their  disapproval  of  the  methods 
of  the  trust  by  refusing  to  enter  their 
stores. 

Adopted. 

Resolution  No.  20,  by  M.  J.  Roberts. 

Resolved,  That  the  Massachusetts 
State  Branch  of  the  American  Federa- 
tion of  Labor  endorse  the  label  of 
the  Stove  Mounters. 

Adopted. 

Resolution  No.  21,  by  A.  F.  O'Brien. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Central  Labor 
Union  of  Waltham,  Newton  and  vicin- 
ity held  Oct.  5  1904,  following  resolu- 
tions were  adoped  :  — 

Whereas,  The  existing  conditions  of 
the  Waltham  Central  Labor  Union 
with  its  non-attendance  of  local  unions 
affiliated  with  the  American  Federa- 
tion of  Labor,  and  non-attendance  of 
delegates  representing  the  respective 
bodies. 

Resolved,  That  the  State  Conven- 
tion of  American  Federation  of  Labor 
request  all  International  bodies  to 
advise  all  local  bodies  to  become  affili- 
ated with  the  Central  Labor  Union 
bodies  in  their  localities.

Resolution  No.  22,  by  Jonas  Weener. 

Whereas,  The  Tobacco  Trust  are 
endeavoring  to  bring  the  product  of 
the  Philippine  Islands  into  the  United 
States  free  of  duty. 

Whereas,  Many  of  the  Philippines 
receive  from  25  cents  to  30  cents  per 
diem  for  labor,  and  as  this  labor  would 
come  in  direct  contact  with  the  pro- 
duct of  American  manufactures  em- 
ploying adult  labor  under  fair  condi- 
tions ; 

Whereas,  The  standard  of  living  of 
the  workingman  at  present  is  none 
too  high. 

Whereas,  This  means  the  throwing 
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of  thousands  out  of  the  Cigar  and 
Tobacco  business  in  the  United  States. 

Whereas,  The  laws  against  the  trust 
are  not  enforced. 

Whereas,  An  injury  to  one  is  an  in- 
jury to  all. 

Resolved,  That  we  protest  against 
the  opening  of  our  ports  to  the  pro- 
ducts of  slave  labor. 

Resolution  No.  22  amended  by  com- 
mittee : 

"  That  only  cigars  bearing  the  union 
label  be  purchased,  irrespective  of  the 
place  of  manufacture." 

Moved  and  seconded  that  the  resolu- 
tion be  adopted  and  substituted  for 
report  of  committee ;  declared  carried. 

Division  called ;  motion  lost ;  report 
of  committee  accepted  ;  vote  doubted. 
Affirmative  50  ;  negative  33. 

Substitute  of  Resolution  Committee 
adopted. 

Resolution  No.  23,  by  Thomas  M. 
Nolan. 

Resolved,  That  the  State  Branch 
expresses  its  appreciation  of  the  forma- 
tion of  organizations  of  women  to  pro- 
mote union  labels  and  the  union  label 
movement,  in  response  to  a  resolution 
adopted  a  year  ago,  and  recommends 
that  special  efforts  be  made  during  the 
coming  year  to  interest  and  organize 
women  in  furtherance  of  this  work. 

Adopted. 

Resolution  No.  24,  by  Frank  H. 
McCarthy. 

Resolved,  That  the  Secretary-Treas- 
urer be  instructed  to  communicate 
with  all  beneficial  and  fraternal  or- 
ganizations in  this  State,  in  an  en- 
deavor to  get  them  to  demand  the 
Allied  Trades  Label  upon  all  printing 
done  for  them. 

Adopted. 

Resolution  No.  25,  by  Frank  H. 
McCarthy. 

Resolved,  That  it  is  the  sense  of 
this  convention  that  all  members  of 
organized  labor  who  hold  membership 
in  social,  beneficial  and  fraternal  or- 
ganizations should  use  every  effort  in 
their  power  to  cause  such  organiza- 
tions to  demand  the  union  label  upon 


all  articles  of  merchandise  purchased 
for  them. 

Resolved,  That  the  incoming  Exe- 
cutive Council  be  instructed  to  issue  a 
circular  letter  to  all  labor  organiza- 
tions in  Massachusetts  requesting  said 
unions  to  instruct  their  members  in 
accordance  with  the  above  resolutions. 

Adopted. 

Resolution  No.  26,  by  Thomas  M. 
Nolan. 

Resolved,  That  the  Massachusetts 
State  Branch,  American  Federation 
of  Labor,  in  regular  convention  as- 
sembled, expresses  its  profound  sorrow 
at  the  recent  death  of  the  senior 
senator  of  this  commonwealth,  George 
Frisbie  Hoar,  believing  that  he  was  a 
man  of  broad,  tolerant,  liberal  spirit, 
and  one  who  sympathized  deeply  with 
the  aims,  objects,  and  aspirations  of  the 
wage  earning  classes  who  seek  through 
organization  to  advance  their  material 
interests. 

Adopted. 

Resolution  No.  26A. 

Resolved,  That  the  State  Branch 
recommends  to  affiliated  organiza- 
tions, the  appointment  of  a  standing 
committee,  to  be  known  as  the  label 
committee,  to  whom  shall  be  referred 
all  matters  pertaining  to  the  advance- 
ment of  the  union  labor  movement. 

Committee  non-concur. 

Report  adopted. 

At  this  time  Delegate  Clancy  with- 
drew Milford  from  the  contest  for  the 
next  convention. 

Delegate  Weigel  of  the  Bottlers  and 
Drivers'  Union  122,  asked  unanimous 
consent  for  action  on  resolution  for 
Bottlers  and  Drivers.     Granted. 

Resolution  No.  28,  by  Bottlers  and 
Drivers'  Union  122,  Boston. 

Whereas,  Bottlers  and  Drivers'  Local 
Union  122,  of  Boston,  has  carried  on 
an  extensive  and  vigorous  agitation 
against  the  non-union  bottling  estab- 
lishments in  that  city,  assisted  by  the 
officers  of  the  State  Branch,  American 
Federation  of  Labor,  with  the  sole  ob- 
ject to  unionize  said  bottling  shops. 

Whereas,  The  conditions  existing  in 
such  non-union  shops  are  a  disgrace 
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to  the  State  of  Massachusetts,  the 
wages  paid  ranging  from  5  to  9  dollars 
per  week,  with  rare  exceptions;  the 
laws  being  continually  violated  by  the 
employment  of  minors,  the  rules  and 
regulations  of  the  excise  and  license 
board  totally  ignored,  the  sanitary 
conditions  embodying  a  continued 
danger  to  the  consumer,  their  busi- 
ness methods  are  away  beyond  all 
common  sense  and  self-respect. 

Whereas,  As  the  result  of  this  agita- 
tion, and  in  giving  publicity  to  the 
conditions  prevailing  as  set  forth 
above,  with  the  aid  of  organized  labor 
and  its  friends  under  the  direction  of 
the  officers  of  the  State  Branch  of 
American  Federation  of  Labor,  in 
supporting  the  label  on  all  cases  of 
bottled  lager,  ale  and  porter,  about 
twelve  shops  have  signed  the  agree- 
ment of  the  above  organization. 

Whereas,  The  following  proprietors 
have  shown  to  organized  labor  their 
antagonism  at  every  opportunity,  some 
of  them  defying  its  attitude  to  organ- 
ize the  unorganized  workers  and  im- 
prove their  conditions,  insult  and 
slander  the  representatives  of  the 
unions,  sneer  at  the  attempt  of  a  peace- 
able settlement :

Communication  read  from  Jewelry 
Workers. 

Providence,  R.  I.,  Oct.  9, 1904. 

To  the  officers  and  delegates  of  the 
Massachusetts  State  Federation. 

Greeting: — While  assembled  here 
in  convention,  to  assist  in  establishing 
better  conditions  for  your  fellow  work- 
ers, allow  me  to  call  your  attention  to 
an  affiliated  organization,  who,  at  this 
time,  needs  the  moral  support  of  all 
organized  workers. 

The  International  Jewelry  WTorkers 
of  America  are  striving  to  better  the 
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conditions  of  the  workers  in  that 
craft,  and  have  adopted  a  label  to  be 
placed  on  all  jewelry  and  watches. 

In  September  of  last  year,  900 
jewelers  were  locked  out  on  refusing 
to  resign  their  membership  in  our 
union.  After  a  struggle  of  several 
weeks,  we  were  successful,  and  the 
men  returned  to  work  as  union  men. 
This  struggle  has  depleted  our  treas- 
ury to  such  an  extent,  that  our  hope 
of  success  now  lies  in  the  demand  for 
our  label  on  all  watches  and  jewelry. 

The  manufacturers  have  made  a 
statement  that  jewlery  is  a  luxury  and 
not  a  necessity. 

Now,  if  jewelry  is  not  necessary, 
why  do  the  working  people  of  the 
United  States  continue  to  purchase 
such,  at  least  until  it  bears  the  union 
label  ? 

In  the  city  of  Providence,  R.  I., 
there  are  over  ten  thousand  employed 
at  the  jewelry  trade ;  Attleboro,  in  the 
State  of  Massachusetts,  ranks  next  in 
the  number  employed.  It  is  in  these 
places  that  nearly  all  of  the  jewelry 
worn  by  the  working  people  is  manu- 
factured, and  where  the  hours  are  long 
and  the  conditions  are  bad. 

With  the  hope  that  you  will  assist 
us  by  demanding  the  double  acorn 
label,  thereby  helping  to  create  better 
conditions  for  the  Jewelry  Workers,  I

just  conditions  for  the  linemen  em- 
ployed in  his  district.

Mr.- McCoy  as  unjust  and  arbitrary  in 
his  dealings  with  the  employes,  and 
we  believe  that  a  corporation  receiving 
such  valuable  franchises  free  from  the 
community  should  at  least  have  the 
common  decency  to  treat  the  members 
of  that  community  who  work  for  them 
with  justice,  we  protest  against  such 
men  as  McCoy  placed  in  authority  by 
such  corporations. 

Resolved,  That  we  protest  against 
any  special  privilege  being  granted 
to  the  New  England  Telephone  Co. 
while  unfair  to  organized  labor. 

Resolved,  That  the  delegates  here 
present  be  instructed  to  ask  their  local 
unions  and  central  bodies  to  protest 
against  the  granting  of  further  privi- 
leges to  the  New  England  Telephone 
&  Telegraph  Co.  until  such  time  as 
that  company  accedes  to  the  reason- 
able demands  of  its  employes. 

Adopted. 

Resolution  No.  37,  by  W.  H.  Mc- 
Carthy. 

Whereas,  The  Wood  Workers'  No. 
24,  having  made  an  agreement  with 
the  Derby  Desk  Co.  of  Somerville, 
Mass.,  and  having  declared  the  strike 
of  said  firm  off  temporarily  under  said 
agreement,  and  said  firm  having  failed 
to  live  up  to  said  agreement  and  the 
local  involved  having  to  take  out  what 
remained  of  their  men  m  the  factories 
of  said  firm,  after  said  firm  having 
locked  out  part  of  the  men,  we  request 


that  said  firm  be  placed  on  the  unfair 
list  again  and  the  boycott  be  enforced 
that  was  placed  on  said  firm. 

Adopted. 

Delegate  D.  Clohecy  moved  we  pro- 
ceed to  the  election  of  the  two  mem- 
bers of  the  Legislative  Committee.

Resolved,  That  we,  in  convention 
assembled,  endorse  the  Western  Fed- 
eration of  Miners'  strike,  and  call  on 
organized  labor  to  render  all  possible 
moral  and  financial  aid  to  that  organi- 
zation, so  that  their  fight  with  the 
mine  owners  must  be  won.

of  electric  lights,  motors,  dynamos  and 
other  electrical  apparatus,  by  careless 
and  incompetent  workmen. 

Whereas,  The  International  Brother- 
hood of  Electrical  Workers  through- 
out the  country  and  Local  103,  of 
Boston,  are  endeavoring  to  protect  the 
public,  by  organizing  all  men  engaged 
in  the  trade. 

Whereas,  The  dangerous  nature  of 
our  work  requires  unusual  skill  and 
care,  and  only  by  thorough  organiza- 
tion can  the  men  in  the  trade  be  pro- 
tected. 

Resolved,  That  the  endeavors  of 
Local  103  receive  the  support  of  all 
other  trades. 

Adopted. 

Resolution  No.  63,  by  J.  A.  Mclnnis. 

"On  August  13  and  14  inst.,  in  the 
colums  of  the  Boston  Press,  there  ap- 
peared a  veto  by  Mayor  Collins  of  the 
'  Bill  to  pension  the  Signal  Service 
employes  of  the  Police  Department  of 
the  City  of  Boston,'  on  the  ground 
'  that  their  work  is  no  more  dangerous 
than  that  of  the  ordinary  lineman.' 
'The  police  and  firemen  are  pensioned,' 
he  adds,  '  on  account  of  their  danger- 
ous occupation.'  Let  us  ask  His 
Honor  if  he  ever  considered  for  one 
moment  that  the  efficiency  of  the 
Police  and  Fire  Department  depends 
upon  the  linemen  of  these  two  depart- 
ments. Let  us  also  ask  His  Honor, 
if  he  has  facts  to  sustain  his  conten- 
tion—  'of  their  work  being  no  more 
dangerous  than  that  of  a  lineman.' 
Out  of  a  possible  2500  men  employed 
in  the  Police  and  Fire  Department, 
how  many  of  them  have  lost  their 
lives  in  the  performance  of  their  duties 
during  the  last  five  years  ?  There  are 
250  linemen  employed  in  Boston  on  an 
average.  Out  of  that  number,  within 
five  5^ears,  fifteen  of  them  were  in- 
stantly killed,  twenty-one  have  been 
crippled  for  life,  and  162  who  have 
been  more  or  less  injured,  and  had  to 
receive  benefits  from  the  local  for 
their  support  during  the  same  period." 

In  other  words,  gentlemen,  nearly 
75  per  cent  of  the  men  employed  in 
this  work  have  been  crippled  or  in- 
capacitated from  doing  their  regular 
work  as  a  result  of  the  dangerous 
nature  of  their  labors.

"  His  Honor,  being  a  lawyer,  must 
certainly  know  that  a  lineman  has  no 
redress  in  the  courts  of  the  State. 
How  is  it  that  life  insurance  companies 
demand  higher  rates  on  lineman  than 
on  policemen,  if  their  work  is  not  more 
dangerous  ?  Because  they  are  always 
occupied  in  a  more  dangerous  work, 
which  we  think  the  casualties  in  both 
departments  and  that  of  the  linemen 
will  plainly  illustrate.  Local  No.  104, 
at  their  regular  meeting  of  the  above 
date,  unanimously  endorsed  the  follow- 
ing : 

"  Resolved,  That  Local  No.  104  con- 
demns the  action  of  His  Honor, 
Mayor  Collins  in  this  matter  as  being 
either  ignorant  of  facts  and  real  condi- 
tions, or  otherwise  unjust  to  the  line- 
men of  the  city  of  Boston."

Appended  is  an  extract  from  a  letter 
send  by  E.  B.  O'Brien,  Grand  Chief 
Ranger  of  the  Grand  Court  of  Massa- 
chusetts of  the  Foresters  of  America, 
to  Edward  Cohen  of  the  Executive 
Council,  under  date  of  Nov.  14,  1904. 

"  At  the  morning  session  of  the 
Grand  Court  Convention,  held  in 
Boston,  Mass.,  on  May  17,  1899,  the 
following  order  was  adopted  on  the 
recommendation  of  the  Court  Marl- 
boro No.  44,  viz  :  — 

"  That  in  the  making  of  contracts 


for  printing,  the  Executive  Council  is 
instructed  and  directed  to  give  prefer- 
ence to  Foresters,  and  offices  using 
the  union  label  of  the  Typographical 
Union. 

"  At  the  afternoon  session  of  the 
Grand  Court  Convention,  held  in 
Lowell,  Mass.,  on  May  17,  1900,  the 
following  order  was  adopted,  viz :  — 

"  That  all  printing  of  the  Grand 
Court,  be  done  by  houses  using  the 
label  of  the  Allied  Printing  Trades 
Council."
